thus far. Lieutenant Joyce, of the reg- 
ular army, reported to General Miles today, 
giving much information as to the num- 
ber and locat’on of the Spanish troops. 
Before Joyce entered the United States 
army he had served 'with General Garcia 
and had traversed a good :paft of Santiago 
province. He was on the ground. only a 
few weeks ago, leaving there in April, and 
at that time he had opportunities to get 
an agcurate idea of the Spanish fcrces at 
the eastern end of the island. 

He reports the number at 37,00U, 
of which 12,000 are in wsanviago, 
10,000 at Holguin and 15,.-- at 
Manzanillo.

Chickamauga National Military Park, 
Ga., June 25.—The chief event at the park 
today was the battle exercise by the First 
division, Third corps, under command of 
Brigadier General Fred D. Grant. 

The exercises consisted in putting into 
execution a most interesting battle prob- 
lem planned by General Grant. 

The six regiments participating were di- 
vided into two columns, The first column 
consisting of the First Vermon!,Kighth Ncw 
York and Third Tennessee, was command- 
ed by Colonel Chauncey, of the Eighth 
New York, and formed along the Vinyard 
and Alexandria roads at 6 o'clock a. m. At 
the same hour the second column, consist- 
ing of the Fourteenth New York, First 
Missouri and Seconda Nebraska, commanded 
by Colonel Bills, of the last named regi- 
ment, formed along the Thedford road. 


The first column marched along the Vin- 


“Yard and Alexandria roads to Jay’s Mill 


read and thence in a northeasterly direc- 
tion to the observation tower, which was 
the objective point. The march to the point 
covered five miles, so that upon their re- 
turn to camp the men of their column 


had covered ten miflts. 
The second column marched along the 


thence toward. the objective poipt. It ree 
“a part of the problem that the first column 
arriving at the tower would take posses- 
sion and dispose of its forces so as to hold 
the pcint. On the other hand the column 
last arriving was to dispose of its forces 
so as to capture the point. Neither column 
had any means of knowing in advance 
whether its operations were to be of an of- 
fensive or defensive nature, and in this 
rested the real point of the problem. The 
drill was in every sense most satisfactory. 
It was in reality a battle exercise on an 
extensive scale, and so ‘perfectly conceived 
as to leave no room for criticism by even 
the most captious military scientist. 
Wilson Compliments the Work. 

As Major General Wilson, who honored 
the occasion by acting as chief umpire, re- 

marked, it demonstrated Nhe soldierly 
qualities required for two commands to 
march from given points in opposite di- 
rections so that they would meet and form 
parallel lines of battle, facing each other 
with exceptional precision. To accomplish 
this required capacity and alertness on the 
part of those in command of the troops en- 
gaged, but the real credit of the day’s ex- 
ercises belongs to the general who con- 
ceived the plan and devised the orders for 
its exact execution. 

Another remarkable feature of the field 
practice of General Grant’s division was 
the high rank of the chosen umpires, the 
umpire-in-chief being Major General John 
Wilson, who commanded in the civil war 
more cavalry than Sheridan and is begin- 
ning a new career after renown in the last 
war. 
Brigadier Generals Haines and Sanger 
acted as umpires respectively for the first 
and second columns, both of them expe- 
rienced and skilled officers of the regular 
army. 

As a regular staff officer remarked after 
hostilities had ceased: 

“Never before, either in the regular or 
volunteer service of the United States, have 
officers of such high rank and distinction 
acted as umpires of a battle, and especially 
of one whose commanders were juniors. 
But it was a compliment to Genera] Grant, 
who is no less popular with ranking gener- 
als than he is with the rank and file of his 
own division, who are so clamorous to keep 
him as their leader.’’ | 

When the signals “cease firing,’ ‘‘atten- 
tion,” and ‘‘halt’’ 
was required to stand fast in his place 
and then it was that the four general offi- 
cers, accompanied by their extensive reti- 
nue of staff officers, proceeded to inspect 
the positions of the two sides from flank to 
flank. 

How the Lines Were Made Up. 

The Third Tennessee, under command of 
Colonel Fyffe, who gives promise of great 
military usefulnéss to his country, was the 
extreme right flank of the first column 
designated “‘whites’’ (wearing white paper 
tags on their hats) and following was the 
Fourteenth New York infantry, under com- 
mand of Co_onel Wilder, whose services as 
a regular army officer in Mackenzie's fa-

Haines, United States volunteers, umpiring 
the first column, happened at that moment 
to be In the immediate vicinity of the point 
of attack and directed Captain Dapray, ad- 
jutant general of General Grant's division, 
to stop the battle. A momentary confusion 
ensued, when Major FuHer reported that 
he had no trumpeter at hand to sound the 
Signal for ‘‘advance,” which was to be the 
signal for suspending the battle, but Cap- 
tain Dapray promptly gave the verbal or- 
ders to a dismounted musician and the 
signal was taken along the entire line of 
battle on both sides and amid a wild chaos 
of trumpet sounds the battle ceased? 

After the cessatfon of the battle and the: 
inspection of the two lines by Major Gén- 
eral Wilson and referee umpires the gen- 
erals, accompanied by their hundred or 
more personal and official] staff officers, 
halted near he observatién tower, which 
had ‘bem the point d’appui of the battle. 


Decision Is Rendered. 

Immediately the cofumn and regimental 
commanders were summonded to the pres- 
ence of the chief umpire to submit any 
special report they migtit be pleased to 
make before the final decision of the chief 
umpire was rendered. At that moment one 
of the most splendid sightS ever witnessed 
in Chickamauga park was presented. Vol- 
unteer and regular officers mingled together 
in a circle around the veteran general and 
Suddenly, at a signal that’ the 
chief umpire was ready, even the rest- 
less horses ceased their prancing and res- 
tiveness. The decision was quick and shoft. 
General Wilsop said that while both sides 
had acquitted themselves must ¢reditably 
and the two gpposing unes showed. alert- 
ness and military readiness to execute ac- 
curately military arders for battle, never- 
theless after eonference with the referee 
umpires, he was cOnmrpelled to render the 
unanimous verdict that the decided ad- 
vantages of position and disposition of 
forces rested with the ‘‘whites,” or first 
column, commanded by Colonel Chauncey, 
of the Etghth New York.

The expedition started from Juragua, 
marked on some Cuban maps as Altares, 4 
small town on the coast nine miles east of 
Morro castle, which was the first place oc- 
cupied by the troops after their landing 
at Baiquirl legt ‘Wednesday. Information 
was brought tn the American army head- 
quarters by Cubans on Thursday that 
forces of Spanish soldiers had assembled 
at the place where the battle occurred to 
block the march on Santiago. General 
Young went there to dislodge them, the 
understanding being that the Cubans, under 
General Castillo, would co-operate with 
him, but the latter failed to appear until 
the fight was nearly finished. Then they 
asked permission to chase the fleeing Span- 
jards, but as the victory was already won, 
Genera] Young refused fo alow them to 
take part in the Sight. 

Rough Riders Sent to the Front. 

General Young’s plans contemplated the 
movement of half of his command along 
The trail at the base of the range of hills 
leading back from the coast, so that he 
could attack~the Spaniards on the flank 
side while the rough riders went off to 
follow the trail leading over the hill to at- 
tack them In front. This plah was carried 
out completely. The troops left Juragua 
at daybreak. The route of General Young 
and the regulars’ Was comparatively level 
and easy of travel. °c , 

Three Hotchkiss guns were taken with 
this command. 

The first part of the journey of the 
rough riders was over steep hills, several 
hundred feet high. The men carried two 
hundred rounds of ammunition and heavy 
camp equipments.

MR. WHITE REPLIES TO THE ALABAMIAN 


Senate Wrangles Over the Question 
Till After G6 O’clock, and Tle‘ 
Adjourns. 


Washington, June 25.—Late this afternoon 
an exciting discussion was precipitated in 
the senate over a proposition to adjourn 
until Monday. 

At the conclusion of a speech by Mr. 
Turley, of Tennessee, a futile effont was 
made to agree upon a time to take a final 
vote upon the annexation of Hawaii. The 
advocates of the resolution voted down mo- 
tions to go irito executive session, and to 
adjourn, and demanded the regular order. 

The opponents of annexation were de- 
termined not to proceed with the debate 
and for nearly an hour carried on filibus- 
tering tactics by entering motion after mo- 
tion to adjourn or to go into executive ses- 
sion and demanding the yeas and nays on 
each motion. Several calls of the senate 
Sandwiched in between the various mo- 
tions, cane te course, requiring a roll call 
that consumed time. 

The feeling was becoming every minute 
more bitter and the explosion finally came 
when Mr. Morgan, democrat, of Alabama, 
a member of the foreign relations commit- 
tee and an ardent annexatiomist, took the 
floor and made an attack on those who 
were conducting the filibuster, denouncing 
the effort to hold up the annexation reso- 
lution as a ‘“‘miserable political trick and 
intrigue,” to which he could never bring 
himself to be a party. He declared that 
the American people were in no mood to 
be trifled with on this question and that 
the men who were parties to the filibuster- 
ing tactics would be spurned by their con- 
stituents. 

In an indignant reply to Mr. Morgan, wr 
White, democrat, of California, the leader 
of the opponents of annexation, denounced 
as false the charge that he and his friends 
were filibustering against the Hawaiian 
resolutions, He maintained that their oppo-

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FIGHT 1S WARM 
IN NEW YORK STATE 


Of Course the Leaders of It Are in the 
Great City. 


SENSATIONAL AND DRAMATIC 


Is the Way the Contest for the Su- 
premacy Is Described. 


PECULIAR PHASE OF THE SITUATION 


Each Party with Two Prominent Men 
Trying to Get Control of Their 
Party Men. 


By Robert Adamson. 


New York, June 24.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Of course, the war has obscured 
all lesser interests, just as the storm en- 
velopes the summer cloud, but a game in- 
volving a governorship in a state where a 
governorship may be next door to the pres- 
idency is difficult to shut up in a closet 
altogether. 

It curiously happens. that just now the 
polities of this state is keyed up to @ 
pitch’ beyond anything in recent experi- 
erfte.- Whether you look at it with the 
eye of a politician, delighting in a big 
game well played, or with the eye of an 
ardent spectator, taking delight in that 
which presents i1 every heigstened phase 
the powerfully dramatic, the situation is 
exceptional. 

The situation is sensational as well. It 
is not too much to say that the fight 
which is now in the thick in both parties 
in this state involves not only the po- 
litical control of the state of New York, 
a power ranking next to that of the presi- 
dency “itself, but it involves—and_ here’s 
the dramatic for you—tne high probability 
of the absolute pelitical slaughter of two 
political figures, long established in power, 
and who rank higher even than Mark 
Hanna—Mr. Platt and Mr. Croker. 

New York swings nearly evenly in the 
balance as between the two parties save 
when ‘by 
swept far into this coiumn or that. With 
these two great parties battling for its 
control the situation would be thrilling 
enough in a political sense, but when, add- 
ed to that,. vital, desperate life struggles 
are being fought out in the two parties, 
democrat against democrat, republican 
against republican, you have a spectacle 
which: even the blood and riot of war can- 
not entirely draw the public away from. 

Mr. Platt never had so close a call for 
his life as now—no, not even when with 
the proud peacock Conkling he quit the 
senate’in a pet and was allowed to stay 
quit. He was younger then and a defeat 
only meant a temporary reversal. Nearly 
a gereration has passed and @ strange new 
power in the form of a long, shy, awk- 
ward country governor with a long chin 
and. a stubborn nose is wooing the party 
away from him. You have the dramatic 
again when you remember that this is 
the governor Platt made for a tool. He 
has turned out to be two-edged, cutting on 
every side, and Platt has dropped him as 
he would a hot iron. He has set out to vio- 
lently undo the g°vernor he made and this 
same governor with the long chin and the 
down east Maine way he has about him is 
fighting back with a smile that is tantal- 
izing and licks that tell. 

Take the democracy. Far nore than a 
fighting chance to win is ¢:ver it. Mr. 
Croker. fut with his New Yeorx city vic- 
tory and hungry for wider scone and 
greater power, means to be its dictator. 
The same ambition is burning in the bosom 
of the newly awakened David B. Hill. The 
Albany man is tired of his solitude and is 
lusting fer a return of his past glories as a 
political leader. There is the same warm 
relation exist‘ng between Mr. Hill and Mr. 
Croker as has existed between the ser- 
pent and the children of women since it 
was pronounced that the latter should 
bruise the head of the former. If their 
ambitions as leaders had not often before 
clashed and do now clash, the bitterness 
of many a heavy blow passed between 
them would preserve their deep-seated en- 
mity. 

As to Senator Hill. 

Both have set out to capture the de- 
mocracy in this state and the odds in the 
beginning appear to favor Senator Hill. 
Hill has the advantage in point of intellect 
and in point of experience in big politics. 
Whatever may be said of this leader and 
however he may have perverted his posi- 
tion, none of the men in New, York poli- 
tics possess an intellect at all comparable 
to his. Cold he is, unattractive, unmag- 
netic, and by the same token, unpopular, 
but his is the intellect of a giant, deep, 
broad, clear. far-seeing. Ask the veterans 
of politics who know the fine points of the 
game, the technique of it, so to speak, 
and they will tell you that none approach 
Hill. Yes, it is true he has lost often 
and he has won often, and at times when 
ninety-nine out of every hundred men 
would have lost. The fat man at Prince- 
ton will always. remember Hill as the 
most trowblesome foe his troubled life ever 
knew. 

Croker is a powerful man, but diametri- 
cally different. Croker is blunt where Hill 
is fine. He is rough where Hill is polished. 
And he has a dominance and mastery of 
men which Hill has‘ not. He compels, while 
Hill tries to persuade. His are the meth- 
ods growing out of the rank, rough soil 
of New York city politics. Here, in many 
cases, the big, rough, no‘sy-voiced fellow 
is a potent factor in carrying a ward. He 
serves only the master who drives him 
and Mr. Croker is the finest example of 
the ward heeler, civilized and polished 
up to the highest p2ssible' point 


thence blossoming into the pretentious 
leader I have seen. There is nothing 
emceth about Mr. Croker, not even his 
lenguage. He will tel of the things “I 
dcne’’ and “I seen,” but to his cduca- 
tion an extens’ve contact with men and 
a dash of European travel have contrib- 
uted, and the lesson he knows best—aye, 
perfectly—is that which teaches of men. 
Croker knows men. He can read in the 
morning paper something that Senator 
Piatt has said, which sounds like nothing 
and means nothing to the average mind, 
and he knows instantly what Platt’s up to. 
He knows Platt’s sty!e of mind, as he 
knows his own, and the same is true of 
other men. He always Knows what the 
enemy is going to do, particularly Platt. 
He can always figure on Platt. ‘ 

Hill is trying to make Eliot aDnforth 
mysterious Albanian has had him guess- 
ing for a year, but before he went to Eu- 
rope Croker felt that he was pretty sure 
he knew what Hill was driv:ng at and 
he left directions with his men to coun- 
teract the ex-senator’s moves.

There will be a 
vacancy next March, when Senator Ed- 
ward Murphy's time will expire and 
Croker is anxious to get the prize, as Hi'l 
is. Croker is not sure whom he will sup- 
port for governor, but he hopes it wii] be 
Murphy and it will be if he can induce 
Murphy to give up the idea of succeeding 
himself in the senate and run for the 


governorship. 
Murphy failing him, Croker may settle 


some popular convulsion it is 
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well as the city vote. Murphy fills this 
requirement to the letter. He lives at 
Troy, Governor Black’s home, and is liked 
all the state over. It has been urged 
against him that he is a Catholic, but it 
is not believed that this wou'd be any 
serious hindrance to him. Not to make 
light of a serious subject, it would seem 
from a g.ance at the prevailing figures in 
state politics that the only way in which 
this could materially injure would be 
through the fact that the senator had a 
religion at all. Mr. Croker is a devout 
Catholic himself, however, and while he 
has never filled elective offices in person 
it is pretty generally conceded that he 
has filled a considerable number of them 
with other men. 

Yes, they are fishing around to find issues 
upon which to make the fight. Issues 
bear no vital relation to the main thing in 
view—the spoils of a state—but they are

Eliot Danforth has played the par 
for all it is worth to his gubernatorial 
aspirations, but if he were convinced that 
it was of no further value to him he would 
drop it and drop it quick, Be assured of 
that. Mr. Da.forth is as smooth and 
glossy and as ingratiating as any man 
with a finger in politics, and the astonish- 
ing part about his stand on’ the money 
question is that he expects to receive all 
the «ilver support.’on account of it and 
all the gold support because the financiers 
and bankers know how sound he is on the 
subject. : 

Mr. Danforth reminded Me once, 
he was summing up his gubernatorial as- 
sets, that he had been state treasurer of 
New York twelve years; that he was large- 
ly interested in big financial enterprises, 
and that the moneyed men knew that he 
could be depended upon to do nothing 
extreme. There's the peculiar strength 
of the well-groomed New Yorker, who is 
as glossy and handsome as a new silk 
hat. He is orthodox in his party relations 
and at the same time the business men 
of New York know he will do nothing ex- 
treme. 

Mr. Danforth, too, is Hill’s candidate. 
How zealous an advocate of silver the 
Albany senator is one has only to go back 
a step to the Chicago convention to dis- 
cover. Still the foxy senator has no scru- 
ples which would forbid him permitting 
his candidate to reap all the advantages 
of an orthodox position. Mr. Hia! is in the 
fight to win, hence %e is throwing away 
no raw mater al. 

Nor is Mr. Croker any warmer friend of 
silver than Hill. He wants to rout the re- 
publicans by showing how extravagant 
and corrupt they are in the state admin- 
istration and go no further. He will not 
permit the financial question to be lugged 
in. if he can help it, and fortunately for 
him and for Hill, political events gn this 
state have helped him. The war has also 
done its part. The fight in New York 
will be on state jssues unless the repubii- 
cans succeed in forcing the financial ques- 
tion into it, which Hill, Croker, Danforth 
and the rest are trying to avoid. 

They most interest:ng situation of all 
is presented by Platt’s quarrel with Black. 
What there is of the republican party 
Gutside of Mr. Platt is not strong enough 
numerically to elect a half dozen mert- 
bers of the legigslature—that is, such hagr 
been the case up to within a few weeks 
azo, and whether it is no longer so is 
speedily to be proven. Platt is the whole 
thing, the supreme, the almighty, the easy 
boss. In ‘him the boss system has reached 
its apotheosis. Two years ago in a little 
mood of his he named a large, dark, weird- 
looking, spectacled, unknown congressman 
for wovernor after his convention had 
urged him to make the race himself. Frank 
Biack, of Troy, had been to congress, 
where he had never spoken a wurad in de- 
bate and that’s all that was known of 
him. 

A Platt tool and nothing more—a puppet, 
a governor with a string to him. Every- 
body said so. The marvel was that the 
mighty Platt should bend to use such 
humble material. 

Two years ago that, and now people are 
wondering if it is reaily true that this 
amazing Black, whom Piatt made, is 
really going to wrench the sceptre from 
the everlasting boss. It seems as though 
he might. 

Instead of turning out to be the pliable 
tocol Platt fancied Black to be, this strange 
inscrutab:e son of Troy, wlrose ways are 
past all finding out, is the toughest, most 
unwieldy agent he ever attempted to 
handle. 

Black has a head like a mu’‘e, but more 
in jt. It has so happened that in his own 
quiet way it has occurred to trim that all 
the important things Senator Platt ordered 
done he did not consider expedient. Patt 
wanted a bill passed muzziing the press. 
Black put down hard, gave his stubborn 
head a resolute turn and said in h's good 
Maine style, he'd “be jiggered if he’d 
sign it.”” He killed it. It is a marvel to 
this day that the spectacle of a subject 
calmly refusing the orders of the boss 
did not cause the entire republican party 
to fall dead en masse. They have not 
recovered yet. Black spread heart disease 
throughout the party and when he follow. 
ed it up by sitting down in the same 
fashion on the only other three important 
bills Piatt framed and sent to A-bany to 
have passed, 

Platt hates the men who beat General 
Tracy for mayor last fall by support’ng 
Seth Low—reformers gthey cal] themse'ves. 
Black has flirted with them, and biackest 
sin of all, has even taken counsel of them. 

The breach between Platt and Bidck is 
complete. The long governor indifferently 
but with a wonderful individual strength 
is calmly abiding the issues he deliberate- 
ly made. If Platt can drive a knife inte 
im he has the metal in him to stand it. 
The smile on his face tells that. 

But the inscrutable face of the weird 
Black is unreadable, even to Piatt. It 
fascinates with its ugliness, and while it 
fascinates it fools and baffles. It {s long, 
it is grim, it is fringed on either side 
just by the ear with a woolly handful of 
side whiskers. Deep set, stud‘ous eyes 
look out from beneath heavy eyebrows 
and through wise-looking glasses. They 
a wees eyes and usafraid.

BADLY DEFEATED 


Blection in Germany Results in Waterloo 
for America’s Opponents. 


SCCIALIST GAIN NOT LIKED 


Emperor William Displeased with the 
Political Trend of His Peopic. 


EMPLOYEES DISCHARGED FOR VOTING 


Kaiser’s People Not Wholly Pleased 
with the Speech He Made to 
Potsdam Garrison. 


' 


Berlin, June 25.—For the United States 
the most interesting result of the elections 
just held held in Germany is the whole- 
sale defeat of agrarian'sm. The only 
single agrarian candidate elected. was 
returned on the first ballot on June 16th, 
while the conservatives, national liberals 
and centerists pledged to agrarianism only 
totallea 66. So, including yesterday and 
today’s successes, the agrarian strength in 
the new reichstag will certainly not ex- 
ceed one hundred, a number wholly insuf- 
ficient to exercise a controlling influence on 
the deiiberations of this body. 

Tnis fact is important to the United 
States, as the agrarian programme is out- 
spoken in its hostility to American in- 
terests. 

FEimperor William was very indignant 
ut the earlier socialist gains and expressed 
himself in strong terms. He remarked: 

“Tt is time to stop persuasion and try 
more drastic measures or those fellows 
will destroy all.’’ 

But the latter returns will probably mol- 
lify theepowers that be. Nevertheless, the 
government, and particularly the empe- 
ror, is not disposed to offer any compro- 
mise to socialism. There is already talk 
of repressive legislation, but the officials 
are deaf te all suggestions for removing 
the causes of socialism by means of social 
reforins. 

Among the curious facts developed by 
the recent election is the discovery by a 
department chief of the ministry of the 
interior that most subordinates voted for 
the socialists candidates, the ringleader 
being a favorite copyist. Seven of these 
employees were immediately discharged 
when this fact became known, 

The highest personage in the land par- 
ticipated in the election. At Leipsig a 
high government official stood at the polls 
and buttonholed voters, urging them not 
to support the socialist candidate, Herr 
Schmidt. 

Th2 conservative and bimetallic leader, 
Count von Kardorf, was elected by only 
two majority, which he obtained at the 
last Moment among his own employees. 

Herr August Hintze, the socialist leader 
of this city, who denounced the election 
letter of Count von Posadowsky-Wehner, 
the minister of the interior and representa- 
tive of the chancellor, was arrested on 
election day on the charge of slandering 
a government officer. 

Another socialist leader, who dubbed the 
count’s letter as ‘‘mean,’’ was sentenced 
to a fortnight’s imprisonment in fail. 

It is whispered that Emperor William 
is the real author of Count von Posadow- 
sky-Wehner’s manifesto. 

Prince von Hohenlohe, the imperial 
chancellor, was absent throughout the 
campaign and Baron von Buelor, the min- 
ister for foreign affairs, did not participate 
in the electioneering. 

The agrarians and conservatives now 
charge them with gross indifference to the 
government’s interests and demand thefr 
dismissal or retirement. As a matter of 
fact, the members ofiune cabinet did not 
harmonize throughout the campaign and 
now the adversaries of the more mod- 
erate members are indulging in all kinds 
of intrigues. 

Hiowever, thus far it is certain the em- 
peror has not withdrawn his favor from 
either Prince von Hohenlohe or Baron von 
Euelow.

SPEAKERS TALK OF PATRIOTISM 


Addresses by Col. G. W. Adair, F. H. 
Richardson and Hamilton Douglas. 


OLD GLORY |S DEAR 10 THE SOUTH 


Miss Nellie Hightower Raises the Em- 
blem to Its Position Amid the 
Cheers of the Crowil. 

T in the last three weeks, took place ves- 

terday afternoon at the box factory 
of T. J. Hightower, on the corner of Glenn 
and Humphries streets, and was witnessed 
by a large and enthusiastic crowd, 

The factory is one of the largest in the 
city and a great number of men are em- 
ployed by the firm, all of whom were 
present with their wives and families to 
see old glory hoisted above the shops. 

At 3 o’clock a large audience had assem- 
bled in the yard of the factory, where a 
temporary platform was prepared for the 
speakers of the occasion and for the pur- 


pose of pulling the flag into position above 


the building. 

The Fifth United States infantry band 
from Fort McPherson occupied a position 
on the stand and the exercises of the af- 
ternoon were opened by ‘‘Columbia’’ from 
the band, which brought forth a storm of 
cheers from the waiting crowd. 

Colonel G. W. Adair, the first epeaker, 
was introduced by Mr. T. J. Hightower, 
who explained that the flag about to be 
raised was purchased at the suggestion 
of the workmen of the factory, all of 
whom had expressed a desire to have the 
national emblem floating from the build- 
ing. 

Colonel Adair spoke at some length of 
the history of the flag and the part that 
the south had taken in making it what it 
was and defending it against every enemy. 
He said: 

“T can remember when there was not a 
factory in the state of Gevorgia; I can 
easily call the time when there was no 
such thing as a gas jet in Atlanta and not 
a pound of ice to be fuund anywhere during 
the summer months. All these things have 
come with ite growth of this flag we are 
here to honor today and We owe it more 
than we can ever pay. 

“Georgia and the south have as much 
right to honor the flag of our comnon 
country as any other state wor section in 
the union. It was first made by a south- 
ern woman and first defended by a south- 
ern man, Washington led the victorious 
armies of the revolution under its totas and 
for almost a century none excelled ‘the 
soutr in its devotion to the flag. Since 
the war between the states our section has 
aligned itself as trve as ever under th2 
stars and stripes and the devotion of our 
people for the union and the flag that rep- 
resents it cannot be surpassed throughout 
the length of the land.” 

At the conclusion of his: address Colonel 
Adair introduced Mr. Hamilton Douglas, 
who, in an eloquent manner, spoke of the 
historic occasion upon which the national 
anthem, “The Steer Spangled Banner,’’ 
was written. Mr. Douglas was warmly ap- 
plauded at the close of his effort. 

The last speaker to be introduced was 
Mr. F. H. Richardson. He paid a splendid 
tribute to the patriotism of the working- 
men of Atlanta, who first suggested the 
public raising of the flag in the city. 

As the speaker concluded the band struck 
up. “The Star Spangled Banner” and the 
flag was raised to its place on the pole 
by Miss Nellie Hightower, the niece of Mr. 
T. J. Hightower. 

As old glory sailed in the breeze above 
the factory the crowd bdalow sent uD 
cheer after cheer as a greeting to the em- 
blem of the nation. 

At the close of the exercises delightful 
refreshments were served by the Host, Mr 
T. J. Hightower, to the visitors.

The committee on public buildings, to 
which the matter was. referred, will care- 
fully inspect the plans and _ specifications 
given with the bids and then award the 
contract.

The Defaulters Discussed. 

A number of other matters were taken 
up. A question which the commissioners 
decided some time ago was discussed at 
the meeting. That was whether the com- 
missioners would impose a double tax on 
those who defaulted in returning their 
taxes to Tax Receiver Armistead before 
the time limit for 1898 was out. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the 
board that all those who fail to give in 
their returns be made to pay a double tax 
and the commissioners say that no reieases 
for any excuse will be granted. This has 
been the sentiment of the board since it 
became evident that a large number of 
property owners were exceedingly careless 
about making returns and were habitual 
defaulters. 

The tax books close on Thursday and only 
four more days are left for the property 
owners to make their returns. The rush is 
expected by Tax Receiver Armistead, as it 
is usually the case that a jarge number of 
taxpayers wait until the last moment to 
have their returns go upon the books. 

Up to this time a large amount has been 
returned and the total will not show a de- 
crease, but on the contrary it will show 
that property values have increased very 
materially during Ahe year, It was made 
known that the commissioners would im- 
pose this double tax on all defaulters over 
a month ago, but regardless of this there is 
the usual number of defaulters and the re- 
sults to them, the cOmmissioners say, will 
be disastrous. 

Solicitor Hill was paid $1.30. which is an 
oid bill that he has held against the coun- 
ty some time.

An engine and dynamo are wanted 
by the commissioners to furnish power and 
light for the jail and the leading electric 
machinery men in the country were repre- 
sented at the meeting. 

Twelve companies offered bids for the 
machinery and the contract will be given 
to one of them. The lowest bid was made 
by the Westinghouse Electric Company 
and a number of concerns made more than 
one bid as the kind of machinery wanted 
was not specified in the advertisement for 
bids.

The Defaulters Discussed. 

A number of other matters were taken 
up. A question which the commissioners 
decided some time ago was discussed at 
the meeting. That was whether the com- 
missioners would impose a Q@ouble tax on 
those who defaulted in returning their 
taxes to Tax Receiver Armistead before 
the time limit for 1898 was out. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the 
board that all those who fail to give in 
their returns be made to pay a double tax 
and the commissioners say that no releases 
for any excuse will be granted. This has 
been .the sentiment of the board since it 
became evident that a large number of 
property owners were exceedingly careless 
about making returns and were habitual 
defaulters. 

The tax books close on Thursday and only 
four more days are left for the property 
owners to make their returns. The rush is 
expected by Tax Receiver Armistead, as it 
is usually the case that'a jJarge number of 
taxpayers wait until the last moment to 
have their returns go upon the books. 

Up to this time a large amount has been 
returned and the total will not show a de- 
crease, but on the contrary it will show 
that property values have increased very 
materially during the year. It was made 
known that the commissioners would im- 
pose this double tax on all defaulters over 
a month ago, but regardless of this there is 
the usual number of defaulters and the re- 
sults to them, the cOmmissioners say, will 
be disastrous. 

Solicitor Hill was paid $1.00. which is an 
old bill that he has held agains+ the coun- 
ty some time.

“Headquarters Georgia Division, United 
Sons of Confederate Veterans—Atlanta, 
Ga., Jure 27, 898—Dear Comrades: By 
this official circular 1 Wish to communicate 
to the United Sons of Confederate Vete- 
rans of Georgia information and particu- 
lars as to the reunion, July 2lst, 22d, 23d. 

“Conventions—The general circular of 
Commander-in-Chief Robert A. Smyth, 
600n to be issued, will give full informa- 
tion as to the times and place of the con- 
ventions of the United Sons of Confederate 
Veterans. In brief, thcugh, our federation 
will hold three meetings in the state ecapli- 
tol in the hall of representatives. At these 
meetings the adoption of a new constitu- 
tion and the official badge will be under 
discussion. Each camp will have a vot- 
ing power and representation according to 
membership upon which the prorate (0 
cents per member) has been paid in to 
Commander. Smyth. All delegates must 
bring credentials from their camps under 
the hands and sea! of the camp com- 
manders and adjutants.. ,On this subject 
Commander Smyth, of Charleston, S. C., 
will gladly give complete information. 

“Social Events—Each camp is expected 
a sponsor. A grand ball will 
be tendered these sponsors. Only state 
eponsors, division sponsors and the gen- 
eral sponsors will be expected to bring or 
appoint maids of honor.

Business of the Bank Will Not Re- 
quire His Close Attention. 


HE TELLS OF HIS CONNECTION WITH BANK 


Mr. Shubrick, Fermerly of Atlanta, 
the. Vice President, Will Assume 
Charge of the Work. . 

R of St. Philip’s cathecral, who has 

been tendered the presidency of the 
Bank of Florida, located at. Jacksonville, 
has determined to accept the position. In 
doing so it will not be necessary for him 
to give up his charge as rector of the 
cathedral and it ts his intention to manage 
the affairs of the bank from Atlanta. 

Rev. Mr. Knight ‘ts one of the largest 
stockholders of the Bank of Florida. For 
some time he has been familiar with the 
work of the bank, and several times has 
made trips to Jacksonville to consult with 
the directors there as to the policy of 
the establishment. It will therefore not 
be an arduous undertaking for him to as- 
sume the presidency in place of Mr. J. N. 
C. Stockton, who recently resigned from 
the office. 

Rev. Mr. Knight returned to Atlanta yes- 
nrorning from Jacksonville and 
was seen at once in regard to his inten- 
tion of accepting the position tendered 
him. He said: “It is true that the po- 
sition has been offered me and it is prob- 
able that I will accept it. Of course, I 
would not be willing to give up my peo- 
ple here and my work as rector of St. 
Philip’s, and in ordertodo what is expect- 
ed of me in the capacity of president of 
the bank it will not be necessary to do so. 

‘In regard to the resignation of Mr. 
Stockton, I would like to say tat it was 
not caused by any embarrassment of the 
establishment over which he presided as 
president, and so far as I know he re- 
signed because he did not have time to 
devote to the work. 

“Mr. B. T. Shubrick, formerly of Atlan- 
ta, was elected vice president of the Bank 
of Florida last week and he will make 
his headquarters at Jacksonville and prac- 
tically assume charge of the work. Mr. 
Shubrick is recognized as one of the ablest 
bank accountants in the country, having 
been appointed bank examiner by Presi- 
dent Cleveland and retaining the position 
during the present administration until his 
election ag vice president of the Pank of 
Florida.’’ 

The Bank of Fliorida is the second 
largest in the state and the business done 
by the concern is very extensive. 

Rev. Mr. Knight stated that he saw no 
reason why he should not accept the of- 
fice tendered him. 

“So far as my position ax rector ig con- 
cerned,” he said, ‘‘there are times when 
any one would be justified in taking a 
hand in public affairs. In such a case 
as this I can see nothing wrong in taking 
up the work of president, such as it ifs.’’ 

Mr. J. N. C. Stockton, the former presi- 
dent of the bank. is interested in politics 
in his state and it is thought that he will 
be a candidate for United States senator 
at the next election. He has been promi- 
nently mentioned in connection with the 
place, having been defeated in the last 
race before the legislature by only three 
votes. It is balieved that his resignation 
as president of the Bank of Florida was 


sent in on account of his expecied-race for 
the senate.

Liettenant J. W. Heavey, of the Fifth 
infantry, stationed at Fort McPherson, 
left Friday night at 7:50 o’clock over the 
Southern road for Tampa, Fla., taking 
with him seventy-seven men, fully armed 
and equipped. The men were recruited 
since the war, and were anxious to reach 
Tampa in time to go with the transports. 
The idea of sending all the troops away 
at one time was abandoned because it 
was thought best to equip them:here before 
forwarding them. Clothes and arms are 
arriving almost daily, and they are is- 

gued at orce to the men. 

QCieutenant J. E. Normoyle, the post 
quartermaster, has a set of trained men to 
hand out the clothes and arms, and they 
have learned to ‘fssueé articles to the re- 
cruits with great frapidity. Several days 
ago 583 men were’ given coats, blouses, 
trousers, hats, shoes, socks and underwear 
in four hours. ! 

It is the present intention to send more 
troops away tomorrow, but unless more 
equipments arrive they will not leave. 
Seven boxes of clothes were received yes- 
terday morning and Lieutenant Normyle 
is expecting more on every train.

HAVE A ROUGH ROAD TO TRAVEL 


eee 


Soldiers Find Great Difficulty in M.v- 
ing Over Cuban So!|. 


Off Jaruagua, Province of Sanitago de 
Cuba, Thursday, June 24, via Kingston 
Jamaica, Friday 24, 7 p. m.—Now that the 
American land forces are threatening the 
city of Santiago de Cuba, the topographic 
situation prevailing in that vicinity be- 
comes interesting. Baiqur, where the first 
landing was made, and Jaruagua, where 
General Lawton’s headquarters were last 
night, are both small coast towns in the 


throat of narrow cuts through a range cf { 


low hills fringing all the southern coast. 
Baiquiri is twelve miles east of Santiago 
and Jaruagua, is eight miles of that city 
by the coast line road, which runs: behind 
the hills twice as far. It is called here a 
wagon road, but it is only practicable for 
heavy two-wheeled carts having six bul- 
locks yoked to them tandem fashion and 
drawing a very. small load. 

The pioneers report that the trail is 
tracticable for artillery and pack trains, 
but it is unspeakably bad even for walk- 
ing, though it is reasonably level. Our 
troops have now passed all the small hills 
intervening between here and Santiago, The 
remaining twelve miles by road is over a 
practically level country, with a chance for 
open order. So far, however, the road has 
been walled, and in most places cver- 
arched with impregnable jtungle growth, 
thorns and creepers smelling like the in- 
terior of a fragrant, overheated conserva- 
tory, and picturesque. with splashes of 
tropic color in oleanders and other flowers, 
but terrible for troops. 

For half a mile near Demajayaho a small 
stream runs in the road, and the men have 
been compelled to walk in water. 
Incidentally, the medical adviee about 
wet feet, night winds, of perspiration, soak- 
ed bodies and the necessity of boiling drink- 
ing water has already been thrown to the 
winds. Easy as the advice sounds at home, 
it is almost impossible to follow it here. 

Some of the American officers who are 
familiar with Arizona say they have never 
seen soldiers on. the plains present such 
pictures of distress from the heat, and 
they add that the dnly wonder is that there 
are, so few prostrations at present. 

he American stature and apparent 
rege we remarkable in comparison with 
the Cubans and Spaniards. The colored 
soldiers of the Twenty-fifth and Tenth 
regiments are uniformjy large, and they 
seem black giants in the jungle beside the 
tiny negro Cuban guides.

Bankers to Handle Stamps for Taxable 
Documentary Artilcles and Pat- 
ent Medicines.

tnternal Revenue Collector Rucker also 
received important communications from 
Washington yesterday morning in reference 
to the new war tax stamps that will be 
used as a means of coliecting the taxes. 
it is probatie that these Stamps will he 
sold at the leading banks of the state, the 
institutions to be named jn the next few 
days. 

The banks are allowea a discount of 1 
per cent on all stamps sold. and communi- 
cations have been sent. to 150 of the leading 
institutions of the State, asliing them 
whether they would handle the stamps or 
not. Nearly all have repliea that they 
would, and they will be notified in the next 
few days if they have been selected. 

It is not known whether the banks will 
sell stamps for all taxable articles. Cer. 
tain it is that they will sel] Stamps for 
taxable documentary articles and proprie- 
tary medicines. The authorities may de- 
cide to place other stamps at other plaees. 
Collector Rucker expects some advice in 
reference to this today or tomorrow. 

The official Stamps are in press, but will 
not be ready for sale before the law goes 
into effect. The government has, therefore, 
provide@ a temporary stamp marked 
“I. R.,”’ for internal revenue, which will 
be used and honored until the official 
stamps are issued.

HIGHER INSURANCE RATES. 


Agents Say That Property Owners Will 
Pay the Tax. 

The action of council in imposing 4 $200 
license tax on eech insurance agency has 
caused concern among local underwriters. 

It is the wurpose of the local agcitts, 
they say, to charge this tax to their cesico 
panies, and these will in turn increas® 
their rates to meet this edditional cost of 
doing business. It will be seen. therefore, 
that the citizens of Atlanta wili have to 
pay. ultimately the licénse out of their 
pockets. 

Speaking of the matter 
prominent agent said: 

‘The bill to increase 
the business of insurance in Atlanta was 
introduced by Councilman LaHatte, it is 
at the instance of Mr. James L. Riley, 
an insurance agent, Mr. Riley informing 
the councilman that the bill was favored 
by all the agents. This is not the case, as 
it will probebly be opposed by many and 
result, as intimated, in an additional bur- 
den on the taxpayers. Agent Riley is be- 
ing roundly scored by the agents and com- 
panies for what they term his officiousness 
in having the taxes pot of insurance com- 
panies, but of property owners, materially 
increased.

‘aH the unattractive environment of the 
green room when they approach the g!la- 
mor of the stage lights, with happy 
smiles, one is inclined to applaud more 
than ‘ever that great truth embodied in 
Shakespeare’s metaphor, “All the world’s 
a stage.”’ 

Tired and worn from all cay rehearsing; 
ber head aching from heat and neryous- 
ness, the leading lady-gaes upon the stage, 
and in the bouyancy of her manner, the 
bright heartiness of her smiles and laugh- 
ter, an audience of htindreds of people is 
fransported to a real enjoyment of the 


Not a thought is given to the 
fact that behind the bright smiles there Is 
etruggs:ng a sigh of fatigue and heart- 
ache. If there is @ lack of charm or vi- 
vacity in .her acting she will receive no 
Sympathy and kindness, but the harsh 
criticism of the public.

IN FORMER WARS 


In Old Days They Had To March Long 
Distances. 


NOW THEY TRAVEL BY RAIL 


ee 


Uncle Sam Requires That His Men Be- 
Made Comfortable. 


NO MORE FREIGHT CARS FOR THEM 


Napoleon’s Rapid Army Movements 
‘Are Laid in the Shade by the Great 
Distances Covered Now. 

“W 
dinner in Maryland and supper 
in Pennsylvania,” says the con- 
federate veteran who was with Leeyin his 
historic Gettysburg campaign. 

That was one of the most brilliant 
marches in history, a great army being 
thrown in a single day from its own soil 

‘far into the enemy’s country, taking them 
by surprise and striking them with terror. 

Stonewall Jackson achieved his magnifi- 
eent successes largely by reason of the 
rapidity of his movements. He would rout 
an army on his right in the morning, and 
in the afternoon defeat another miles away 
on his left. 

Napoleon was another general whose 
armies were accustomed to rapid marches, 
but rapidity with infantry is twenty-five 
miles a’ day. 

The schoolboys are familiar with the dis- 
tances covered by Zenophon’s army on its 
retreat—ten parasangs a day, and a para- 
sang was about one mile. Forty yéars 
ago, Havelock made his immortal march 
to the relief of Lucknow, but the was 
months in reaching the beleaguered post. 

The present war with Spain is not likely 
to be memorable for rapid forced marches. 
A contingency which would make them 
necessary seems hardly possible, and, be- 
sides, the climatic and topographic condi- 
tions In Cuba are not favorable. But there 
is one feature of this war which does mark 
a departure in military history, and that 
is the rapidity with which troops have 
been moved to points of concentration. The 
whole drama of mobilization has seemed to 
drag, but when it is analyzed, no delay is 
observed in the matter of transporting the 
troops. On the contrary, great distances 
have been covered by large bodies of men 
in hours where formerly days and weeks 
were required. 

Take an instance which occurred two 
weeks ago. One thousand men ‘were order- 
ed from Fort McPherson, Atlanta, to the 
Philippines. They were to go to San Fran- 
cisco to take transports there. The over- 


land journey was 3,000 miles. To march 
that distance would take eight months. 
That idea would not have been entertained 
had there been no other means of erossing 
the continent than on foot, because it 
would have saved time to have 
loaded then on transports at Savan- 
nah and_— sent them round Cape 
Horn. What did occur? The troops 
were loaded on special trains and sent by 
way of New -Orleans to San Francisco, 
where they arrived on the sixth day. 

Fifteen thousand men were moved from 
Chickamauga to Tampa in twenty-seven 
hours from the time they got on the trains. 
The distance is 730 miles in round figures. 
That movement was made on eight hours’ 

‘notice. Twelve thousand men were sent 
from the north ito Florida, a little greater 
distance, in thirty hours. : 

The facilities of the railroads have been 
fully equal to the government’s emergency 
orders. From first to last the roads have 
handled 100,000 troops, regulars and volun- 
teers. The Central, Southern, Plant sys- 
tem, Flerida Central and Peninsular, Geor- 
gia Southern. and Florida, Louisville and 
Nashville, and Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis have moved three-fourths of the 
number without a serious accident. What- 
ever delay there has been in mobilization 
, resulted from causes other than lack of 
transportation facilities. When the large 
movement was made from Chickamauga 
to Tampa 500 passenger coaches, 150 
freight cars and 6 engines were required, 
and there had to be a separate crew for 
every train. The secrecy maintained by the 
army ‘officials in regard to moving troops 
compels the railway managers to be always 
prepared to concentrate a large number of 
cars at a given point on a few hours’ 
notice. This makes the transportation ex- 
pensive to the companies. 

The government allows only thirty to 
thirty-five men in a coach. Every man 
must have a seat to ‘himself, so that he 
will not be cramped up. This requires twice 
as many cars as ‘would otherwise be neces- 

_ pary. ; 

In the war between the states the men 
were loaded on freight cars. Many rode 
on top of box cars. Rough boards were 
nailed AtCTOSS coa! cars and the soldiers sat 
crowded on these seats under the hot sun, 
in rain and storm withaut protection, and 
they rode in this manner for hundreds of 
miles. It was a three days’ trip from Sa- 
vannah to Richmond. To move _ troops 
from “fontgomery to Atlanta consumed a 
day and half the night. 

In this war the horses and mules get 
better accommodations, for they ride in 
ventilated stable cars with feed and water 
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at thelr heads. The commissioned officers 


travel in Pullmans and théy can sleep as 


—_—— 


soundly at night es though they were in 
barracks. The army officers who have 
charge of the transportation have been 
very thoughtful tn tooking after the con# 
fort of the privates. Tas 

The government has spared no expense 
to have the movements made in the short- 
est possible time and with the least discom- 
fort to the soldiers. Last year when 45,000 
Christian Endeavorers went to San Fran- 
cisco they traveled two in a seat. Visitors 
to the great reunions of the Confederate 
Veterans and the Grand Army go in cruwd- 
ed cars and on regular trains, so far as 
they hoid out. All of Uncle Sam’s army 
movements are made on special trains. He 
pays 2 cents a mile for each man, but the 
roads have to run twice as many cars as 
would ordinarily be required, and the trains 
come back empty. It costs “just about as 
much to run a passenger train empty as to. 
handle it loaded. This knocks a big hole tn 
the receipts. As tho trains~go half-loaded 
and only one way at that, the rate realized 
really amounts to only half a cent a mile, 
and the roads don’t net much out of it 
after all. 

These military specials average about 
thirty miles an hour. They have the right 
of way over everything except the mail 
trains.

There is a general impression that the 
railroads have made a great amount of 
money out of the government, but Uncle 
Samuel makes the roads bid for his-patron- 
age. He may be stuck now and then in 
buying an auxiliary crulser, but he knows 
how to deal with the transportation com- 
panies on land and they do not get much 
out of him on a trade. Besides, he has a 
contract with several roads by which they 
are bound to carry passengers or freight for 
him at just half what they charge other 
people. These lines are known hs the land 
grant roads. The other roads have to re- 
duce their charges correspondingly to meet 
that comptition, so Uncle Sam comes out 
tolerably well in the long run. 

All the southern ratiroad managers say 
that genera] business has fallen off since 
the war started. Everybody is waiting to 
see how long the war will continue before 
investing In new enterprises or extending 
vld ones. Building is almost ati‘a stand- 
still, The demand for lumber is light und 
the great saw mills are reported to be run- 
ning on short time, while some have shut 
down altogether. The interior merchants 
report that purchaSes by their customers 
are very light and on credit. Collections 
are very siow. 

The movement of troops and supplies for 
the army is interstate. The local or purely 
intrastate business has diminished. Many 
of the managers fear that when the war is 
over business will be dull for them for a 
time because it will take months for condi- 
tions to return to their norma) state. 


AN EX-CONFEDERATE 
TELLS A WAR STORY. 


“There is something remarkable about 
our chance meetings with people,” said Mr. 
J. W. Goldsmith, the other day, after he 
had just finisheg an interesting war remin- 
iscence. 

“At the close of the war my father and 
his family were at Vineville, a suburb of 
Macon, when Wilson's eavalry occupied the 
city. Some of the federal soldiers were 
rough fellows and those who were camped 
near our house were sometimes rather dis- 
orderly. 

“A captain who had met my father sev- 
eral tiines came to see him and cffered to 
Station a guard at the house for the pro- 
tection of inmates, if agreeable, provided 
the soldier was furnished with his meals 
and a bed. This was satisfactory, and had 
the effect of keeping the troopers ata 
proper distance. 
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“My father askeq the captain where he 
was from, and the officer tola him that his 
name was Crawford, and that he was from 
Minnesoia. He talkeq freely about himself 
and his adventures, and when he learned 
my father’s name he at once proceeded to 
question him about the Goldsmiths. 

“The captain said that he had command- 
er the provost guard at Cassville for two 
or three weeks, and hag@ furnished Mrs. 
Brown’s house with a guard. The lady 
and her.daughter had treated him very 
courteously, and when he left the Jatter, a 
very charming girl, had requested him, on 
his march southward, to render what ser- 
vices might he able to two youne confed+ 
erate soldiers, Lieutenant Colonel W. L. 
Goldsmith, of the Fourteenth Georgia, and 
Lieutenant James M. Goldsmith, of com. 
pany H, of the Sixtieth Georgia. 


“*They are here,’ said my father, as he 
introduced my two brothers. There were 
six of us in the confederate service, and 
after the surrender we had all come home 
to recuperate. 

“We told the federal that we knew the 
Brown family at Cassville very well, and a 
pleasant conversation followed. 

“The captain was apparently gratified to 
meet My two brothers, and it did not take 
tongs for us tu get on a friendly footing. 

““That little boy at the Browns,’’ re- 
marked the Minnesotan, ‘is a r€éd-hot rebel. 
He is only six or seven years old, but while 
I was there he talked about fighting the 
yankees, and longed for the opportunity to 
kill som> of them. I was at the house 
frequently, and finally pacified him to such 
an extent that he made an exception in my 
case, but he declared that when he had the 
chance he proposed to kill every yankee 
who came in his way.’ 

‘‘We all laughed at this, and congratu- 
lated our visitor upon winning favor with 
the high-spirited boy, with whom we were 
well acquainted. 


“The meeting struck all present as a 
coincidence rather out of the ordinary 
run of evéryday life, and when we parted 
Captain Crawford and hts confederate 
friends were on the best of terms.

6ut, and whether he was ever thoroughly 
refonstructed.’ 


‘“'T could not repress a laugh when I told 
him that his little rebel friend, Oscar 
Brown, was at that time an officer in the 
yankee army, and stationed in Atlanta. 

“It was a fact, but the federal could 
hardly “believe it. He was very anxious. to 
meet Captain Brown, but his stay was 
brief, and in the rush and bustle of the 
exposition he did not have the opportunity, 

“Times dhange and men change with 
them. When the Minnesota captain march- 
ed away from Cassyilfe he did not dream 
of meeting the two young men whose 
names had been mentioned to him in a 
casual way. ede 

“If anybody had told him that the child 
who was abusing the men in blue so round- 
ly would one day wear a blue uniform 
himself, the prediction would have seemed 
extravagant.

* The Problem of War. 

The editorial brethren east and west 
are still wildly discussing the new ques- 
ttons which ‘have been forced on the at- 
tention of the country—questions which 
are the inevitable result of the unex- 
pected conditions. that have arisen. And 
even the politicians are at it. 
amiable Mr. Grosvenor, speaking to a 
republican convention in Ohio, declares 
that the .republican party, under the 
atspixes of Mr. MeKinley, will never 
haul down the starry banner of our 
country’s glory from any flagstaff where 
conquest of arms has placed it. 

This is coming rather strong, but no 
stronger than the laments of those who 
see in our occupation of the Philippines 
the menace of “imperialism.” The word 
is a big one, it has a rolling and so- 
norous sound; there seems to be some- 
thing tragic and awful in fits constant 
repetition; but what does it mean? 
What is the real significance of republi- 
can or democratic imperialism? Right 
there the difficulty begins. Those who 
make the inquiry, get an answer, but fh 
is as awful and as mysterious as the 
original declaration. Sirs! imperialism 
is Caesarism! ‘Therefore tremble! 
to your holes before you are trampled 
to death by the wild horses of Caesar- 
ism! 

But. after all is said, we are no near- 
er an understanding of the matter than 
before, We remember how poor General 
Grant was scourged up and down the 
country because a New £York editor 
accused his friends of Caesanism; but 
Caesarism and imperialism are mighty 
poor ghasts to frighten the people of 
this country with. The wild-eyed proph- 
ets whe, on one hand, see the awful 
shades of imperialism and Caesarism 
rising out of the Philippines, or who, on 
the other band, bghold a glorious vrsion 
of expansion, with the world crouching 


at the feet 6fthe republic, seém to for- 


get all.about the only important and 
interesting factor in the whole problem, 
the people. When The question of ex- 
pafision arises, it will be settled by the 
people themselves, and, sooner or later 
it will be settled in accordance wita 
the popular sense of justice and right. 

Some of the nervous and impulsive 
editors, who have frightened themselves 
with their own senseless cry of imperi- 
alism, profess to sneer at those who 
say that the time has not arrived for 
the real discussion of territorial expan- 
sion. Look at the situation, they say; 
here is the republican party ranging it- 
self on the side of imperialism, and there 
is the democratic party aiming its blun- 
derbuss at every notion or suggestion 
that comes from the other side. But 
if these esteemed editors had time to list- 
en or the patience to look at the matter 
calmly, as becomes the abstract and 
brief chroniclers of the hour, they would 
perceive that the situation is not what 
they imagine it to be.

curious or interested persons to suggest 
the solution of a problem which war 
alone is responsible for. Those who 
conjured up imperialism to frighten chil- 
dren with, suggest only the vaguest al- 
ternatives. One-says -“auction the is- 
lands off.” , This would be worse 
than permanent occupation, and would 
introduce to the attentfonof thé civtl- 
ized world a npw variety of shylockism. 
Another says give the islands to one 
of the great powers, preferably England, 
though this course would set the world 
by the ears. Still others say return 
them to Spain, or let “the natives set 
up a government of their own. 

On thé other hand, those who’ have 
been seized by the idea of eonquest 
and territorial expanston,*can give only 
a vague and an unsatisfactory answer 
when they are asked what the end is to 
be, And this vagueness is inevitable 
No man knows what the real outcome 


| of the war is to be, or in what direction 


it is to change our history. Yet one 
thing all men may know, namely, that 
at the bottom of the whole business are 
the burdens and responsibjlities which 
have been unexpectedjy thrust upon 
us and which we could not evade if we 
would. ; 

In the meantime, let democrats pos- 
sess their souls in ‘patience. The new 
questions have not yet been shaped into 
party issues. On the Hawaiian question 
every democrat is free to vote as his 
convictions dictate. The question of 
retaining the Philippines, or other ter- 
ritory that we may conquer, can be set- 
tled only when the war is concluded. 
Until that time, we shall have to retain 
and occupy the islands, no matter what 
views we may entertain. As for Por- 
to Rico and the rest, we have not even 
captured them.

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Our Trade with China. 

Secretary of State Day appears to be 
fully alive to the importance of improv- 
ing the trade relations wffich exist be- 
tween the United States and China. 
Within the last few weeks much atten- 
tion has been given to this subject in 
commercial circles, and it is gratifying 
to know thatthe matter has at last been 
given official direction by the leading 
member of the cabinet.

In order to bring the matter before’ 


congress in proper shape Secretary of 
State Day has formally. recommended 
the appointment of a special commis- 
sion composed of practical and well-in- 
formed business men to visit China in 
person for the purpose of thoroughly 
considering the commercial opportuni- 
ties which that country offers. In rec- 
ommendirg this course he argued thus: 

The export trade of the Unite@ States is 
undergoing aetransformation which prom- 
ises to profoundly influence the ‘whole eco- 
nomic future of the country. As is well 
known, the United States has reached the 
foremost rank among the industrial na- 
tions. 

For a number of. years its position as the 
greatest producer of manufecturers, as we!l 
as of raw products, has been undisputed, 
but, absorbed with its own internal devel- 
opment, and satisfied, for the time being, 
with the enormous home market of 70,000,000 
people, it has until recently devoted but 
little concerted effort to the sale of its 
manufactures outside of ‘ts own borders. 

Recently, however, the fact has become 
more and more apparent that the output 
of the United States manufacturers has de- 
veloped by the remarkable inventive genius 
and industrial skill] of our people with a 
rapidity which has excited attention 
throughout the great centers of manufact- 
uring activity in Europe, and has reached 
the po-nt of large exces: above the demar.ds 
of home consumption. 

Whether the course which Secretary 
of State Day recommends is the wisest 
one to take under the existing circum- 
stances, we do not presume to say, but 
there can be no doubt of the fact that 
the fulness of time has arrived for our 
national law-makers to take action of 
some kind toward bringing about more 
intimate trade relations betwaa@a the 
United States and China. In view of 
the enormous wealth ofthe great Asiat- 
ic empire which is just beginning to 
emerge from the sleep which has so 
long shackled its energies and to show 
to the worid the possibilities of enter- 
prise which it possesses, there is great 
profit to be derived from cultivating the 
good will of China. To quote the lan- 
guage of COolonel Mulberry Sellers, 
“there’s millions in it!”

‘Alarmed at imperialism. 
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quote the following brief extract from 
Secretary Long’s leter: 

Such extraordinary heroism and fertility 
of resources as you displaye] in taking the 
Merrimac into the entrance of the. harbor 
of Santiago de Cuba, under the most gall- 
ing fire from the shore batteries of the en- 
emy, at the risk of almost certain death to 
yourself and your brave associates on this 
duty, are qualifications most enviable for 
any naval officer to possess, your action 
even calling from the Spanish admiral, in 
a most signal manner, an expression highly 
commendatory of your brave act. 

The department takes this occasion to 
most heartily congratulate you upon your 
most distinguished conduct, and avdils 
itseif of this opportunity to inform you 
that it has taken steps to give you some 
profess‘onal reward, as recommended by 
the commander in chief, which the depart- 
ment hopes will be gratifying to you, and 
at the same time assures you that your 
gallant act not only reflects additional 
lustre upon the traditional glories of the 
navy, but that you are held in grateful 
remembrance by your feHow countrymen 
“s appreciated by the whole. civilized 
world. 


While it falls to the lot of few men 
to astonish the whole civilfzed world 
with deeds of heroism and to win the 
formally expressed gratitude of nations, 
still it is possible-for-every man within 
his appropriate sphere to exhibit the 
same lofty spirit which Lieutenant Hob- 
son fllustrated, and to merit the same 
recognition whether he happens to re- 
ceive it or not. Success deserved is the 
next best thing to success attained, and 
in the eyes of heaven there is no dis- 
tinction between the two. Before Lier. 
tenant Hobson immortalized himself by 
his noble contempt» of death at Santiago 
de Cuba, he was just as deserving of 
the hero’s wreath as he was after that 
explovt;° and it was only the merest 
chance which enabled him to figure 
with such prominence in the drama of 
recent events. This. suggests the ob- 
servation that the hero is not bred upon 
the field of battle, but within the sacred 
enclosure of the home, and that while 
opportunities may prove him, they do 
not and cannot make him. In this 
connection, we quote briefly from ‘the 
second letter. referred to above, written 
by Mrs. Sallfe C. Hobson, the mother 
of Lieutenant Hobson, to some relative 
in New York. ' Says Mrs. Hobson: 

Your letter of congratulationg reached 
me a few days ago. T fully appreciate and 
agree with you in your enthusiastic tribute 
to my boy’s heroism, In accomplishing his 
daring achievement I realize he was guided 
and protected by our kind heavenly Fath- 
er. The appreciation of the eountry, his 
state and native town is most gratifying 
to us all. It is but natural that my moth- 
er-pride should be pleased at the recogn:- 
tion of my boy by the nation and its rul- 
ers. Such recognition ig very happy, but it 
has told ys nothing new of his grand 
worth. 

A nobler son no mother ever had. He 
has been a mighty tower of strength to me 
for years, Never forgetting the many de- 
mands of a large household, it has always 
been his pleasure to share his salary with 
us. In every way he has been-a help and 
a comfort. The three years he was study- 
ing abroad there never failed te “ome from 
him the most loving letters, und his re- 
sources were ever at our command. The 
gentlest, noblest nature, with every attrac- 
thon of person and character, he claims the 
admiration of every one who knows him. 

To us. nearest and dearest to him, it took 
no Santiago to proclaim him a ‘hero. He 
has heen to us for so long the truest hero 
noble son ana idolized brother. The 
plaudits of the world are his, and while 
history will record the daring deed of his 
heroism, the gentier, sweeter, nobler beau- 


ty of his nature can be Known only to those 
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Such is the mothér’s' estimate of the 
son. Without the least suggestion ‘of 
affectation, Mrs. Hobson, .in this private 
letter which, by the merest chance found 
its way into the columns of The New 
York World, tells in sweet and simple 
language of what her son was to her in 
the obscure days before he became fa- 
mous. Thus it is that under the home 
roof the hero is trained for the field of 
battle. If.the elements of character 
which make the soldier or the sailor 
great are not first implanted im the 
young embryo under the home roof, it is 
certain’ thait they will never display 
themselves in the hour of the nation’s 
peril; and so we argue that while every 
American youth,should feel himself im- 
pelled by Lieutenant Hobson’s brave 
exploit to put forth exertions, every 
American mother should likewise feel 
encouraged by the golden eulogium 
which the government itself has pro- 
nounced upon that influence which ra- 
diates from the hearthstone.

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History with a Few Facts Thrown In. 


Editor Constitution—Iin your paper of 
yesterday a correspondent signing h:mself 
“A Veteran,” announced that he would 
tell all about the capture of a federal gen- 
eral at Fairfax Court House, Va., but af- 
ter reading the communication through 
carefully I discovered that “A Veteran’ 
had forgotten the time, the names of the 
confederate and federal officers who figured 
in the affair and also the numbers, etc. 
His communication was somewhat like the 
orator who undertook to quote a little 
poetry by way of a peroration, but in the 
confusion of the mighty efforts the orator 
could not bring to mind the lines he de- 
sired to repeat. He paused a moment, and 
finally etammered out: “Gentlemen of the 
jury, I have forgotten the poetry, but I 
assure you it is beautiful.” 

The story of this daring exploit may be 
briefly told as follows: 

On March 8, 1863, Captain John S. ‘Mosby, 
of “eneral Stuart's cavalry, with twenty- 
nine men, left his camp near the Blue Ridge 
mountains in Loudon county, Virginia, and 
peretrated into tiie federal lines around 
House. The confederates 
made a wide detour and entered Fairfax 
from the opposite direction of their own 
lines at 2 o’clock on the morning of the 
9th of March. 

The sentinels were easily captured with- 
out firing a shot and Mosby boldly rode 
into the town. He divided his men and 
proceeded to the places where the officers 
were supposed to be quartered. Colonel 
Wyndham, an English military adventurer, 
given to breggadocio and bluster,was a spe- 
cial object of Mosby's solicitude, but the 
detail sent to bag that officer four that 
he had gone to Washington the day be- 
fore the raid and thus escaped. Mosby 
with six men went to General EK. H. Stough- 
ton’s headquarters and rudely aroused him 
from a profound sleep and made him pris- 
oner while the'other details were capturing 
other federal officers and men. The sta- 
visited and some choice horses 
were taken, and at 3:30 a m. on March 9th, 
Mosby, with thirty prisoners and fifty-eight 
horses, left Fairfax and made good his 
escape, carrying with him his prisoners 
and other captures. 

He was ten miles within thé federal lines. 
Two regiments of infantry were encamped 
in the town, three regiments of cavalry 
were within one mile of the place, one 
brigade of infantry in the direction of 
Fairfax station and another brigade of 
infantry with artillery and cavalry at Cen- 
terville only a short distance away. Mos- 
by sustained no loss except the ioss of 
sleep that night. Yours truly,

Our belief has been and is that Atlanta 
cannot afford to go without a police mat- 
ron; that in selecting such officer the same 
care should be exercised -as would be in 
the selection of a chief of police. That 
she should be a part of the police force, 
with duties well defined. subject to the 
same strict rules as are all other members, 
and if at any time she was found to be 
inefficient or incompetent should be prompt- 
ly dismissed, as others would be. 

The officer being a woman should make 
no difference in this respect. She should 
fill the place to further justice, not to. de- 
feat r by her tender sympathy and 
judicio@® care help to make the punishmen* 
imposed beneficial, rather than try to pre- 
vent punishment. 

We have labored for the development of 
these ideas as it seemed best to us, and 
hoped that a sufficient appropriation would 
be made and that the commissioners would 
secure a woman of experience who, by her 
knowledge of the duties and proper per- 
formance of them, wduld at once popu- 
larize the position and the work with all 
who came in contact with her and demon- 
strate the value and necessity of having a 
matron, not only to the unfortunates for 
whom she would labor, but to the entire 
police department. 

Our city officials have generally demon- 
strated their wisdom by the fitness of their 
appointees. 

The matron movement may have been a 
little premature; perhaps it was generated 
too hurriedly, but there are so many and 
such weighty reasons why this office should 
be established that we believe all those 
interested in the welfare of the city’s in- 
terests will recognize its inyportance, and 
that there wil! be a harmonious and cheer- 
ful acceptance of it as a necessity. 

Thoroughly competent women have been 
found for this work in other cities and can 
be for this one, but not at a salary barely 
sufficient te pay board and car fare. Such 
compensation should be offered as will se- 
cure the talent required.

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DEAD HEROES WERE 
KNOWN IN ATLANTA. 


Capiain Allyn K. Capyon, who was 
killed in the battle Friday morning be- 
tween the rough riders and the Spanish 
near Santiago de Cuba. was well known 
by several gentlemen in -this city and 
by all of them he was esteemed and ad- 
mired. His father, Captain Allyn Capron, 
is a captain in the First artillery, and is 
regarded as one of tie most reliable offi- 
cers in that branch of the service. 

When young Allyn K. Capron ,reached 
his majority he determined to fohow the 
life of a soMier as his father before him 
had done. Ater vainly endeavoring for. 
some years to obtain an appointment 
the military academy at West Point 
determined to enlist as a private and trust 
to his ability when the time came to ap- 
ply for a commission. 

He did not overestimate his ability. He 
Wis rapidly promoted through the list of 
noncommissioned officers, and when, as a 
sergeant he was ordered up for examina- 
tion, he readily stood the test. On October 
7, 1893, he was made second Heutenant 
and was ordered to report to fhe Fifth 
infantry, now stationed at Fort McPher- 
son, .for duty. 

He did not, however. come to this city. 
with his regiment, having been previous- 
iy ordered on detached duty at Mount Ver- 
non. At his own request he was trane- 
ferred to the cavalry branch of the ser- 
Vice on November 30, 1894, and reported 
for duty to the Seventh cavalry. 

There he was in the company of Captain 
James R. Erwin, who is now acting ad- 
jutant general of the Georgia volunteers, 
having succeeded Captain Oscar Brown. 
Capron remained with the Seventh cavalry 
until he was: given the position of regi- 
mental adjutant of the Rough Riders, 
with the rank of captain. 

At the time young Capron received this 
appoirtment his father, Captain Capron, 
was at Tampa with ais company of artil- 
lery. The old gentlemen showed the tele- 
gram from bis son annguncing the ap- 
pointment to h!s friends there and seemed 
almost as happy as the message indicated 
young Capron was, ; 

The ‘battle at Santiago was the first 
battle Captain Capron had ever engaged 
in and it is rather hard that one of such 
promise and ability should lose his. life 
at the very outset of the war.

An Atlanta gentleman, noticing the 
death of Hamilton Fish, Jr., in the skir- 
mish at Santiago, remarked: ; 

“Il was at Salt Lake City two summers 
ago taking baths for a month in that fa 
mous body of water for my health. Young 
Fish was there filling some subordinate 
position on a railroad. I was informed 
that he had drifted westward to indulge 
a fancy for cowboy life. His gentle 
birth and careful tutelage in New York 
seemed to have been of no avail in taming 
a wild and stormy spirit, and he was 
probably encouraged by his family, or at 
least permitted, to follow his inclinations 
where congeniality could be found. The 
isolation of ranch Hfe was not to his 
liking, and he seemed to have rounded’ 
up at Salt Lake City and was given em- 
ployment on a line of railway—a brake- 
man's place, as I was informed. This was 
a necessity from being financially stranded. 

“But Hamilton F'sh, Jr., was an artist 
in his peculiar line, not in anywise copy- 
ing after Rubens, and if his touches were 
lacking in delicacy they were very pro- 
nounced. When pay day rolled around it 
was his custom to take a few days ‘oft: 
and paint the town in a rich vermilion. 
One coat did not suffice, and he persisted 
in doing his work thoroughly to the ex- 


tent of several coats until, from physical 


exhaustion, the depletion of finances or the 
persuasive influence of policemen he de- 
Sisted. Being an athlete and of great 
muscular power, it was said to be most 
difficult to round him up. 

“And thus, when Roosevelt went out 
there to enlist his rough riders, it was tke 
Opportunity young Fish wanted. If he 
had faults let us spread the mantle of 
charity over them and drop a palm leaf 
on his distant grave in Cuba. If his end- 
ing Was sad it was noble. Peace to his 
ashes and may his soul rest in heaven.”’

WHAT THE BAPTIST 
SOCIETY HAS DONE. 


——-— 


The results of the year’s werk of the 
American Baptist Publication Soctety are 
represented as being very gratifying. An 
increase in the sales of publications of 
$111,503 hag been witmessed during the past 
two years. The receipts of thé mission- 
ary department were $115,433, and iast year’s 
deficit of $11,374 has been reduced to $8,464. 
In addition to the ordinary missionary con- 
tributions, $41,850 was received froin be- 
quests in the form of conditional gifts. The 
receipts in the Bible department were $12,- 
419, Great enlargements have been miade 
in the Bible work, and the society has 
now a complete list of its own. About 250,- 
000 copies were sold’ or given away ltast 
year. Ninety-four missionaries and work- 
ers were emplyoed during the year, under 
whose jabors 533 persons were baptized and 
fifty-one churches were constituted. The 
society resolved at its meeting to co-oper- 
ate with the Baptist Young People’s Unijon 
of America in completing tne raising of its 
founding fund and the paying of its debt. 
The hadies’ chapel car, the Messenger of 
Peace, which was built at a cost of $8,000, 
entirely by the contributions of women, 
was dedicated during the meeting.

HOW STEEL STEAMERS WERE BROUGHT TO IT 


On Manback and Mileback Over An- 
dean Passes Higher Than Pike’s 
Peak—Sacred Islands. 


Chililaya, Bolivia, May 30, 1898.—Steam- 
boating above the clouds. Floating cajJm- 
ly over the highest navigable waters of the 
globe. Sailing under the glacial snows of 
the loftiest peaks of the Andes, so near the 
Sky that heaven and earth meet close 
around you and make you think you are 
on the very roof of the world. This is what 
I have been doing for the last day and night 
upon Lake Titicaca. As you rend this let- 
fer you will be sweltering under the hot 
sun of an American summer. It is always 
winter upon Lake Titicaca, a cold wet win- 
ter duging half the year and a cold dry 
winter during the remainder. At some 
times the winds from the Andes sweep 
over the waters like a blizzard, and at 
others it is as calm as the Dead sea in 
mid-summer. The air is now as fresh asa 
sea breeze. It is cold and bracine, but so 
rare that I cannot walk fast without my 
heart jumping up into my throat. Some of 
you will soon be going to Mount Washing- 
ton to avoid the keat of the city. This 
great lake is more than twice as high up 
in the air as the top of Mount Washington, 
and it is situated amid scenery which is 
infinitely more grand. Some of you will 
spend your vacations upon our great lakes. 
This lake is almost as big as Lake Erie. 
Tt has a greater average depth than Lake 
Superior and its scenery is a combination 
of that of Lakes Lucerne and Geneva, in 
Switzerland, and of our own beautiful Lake 
Champlain. .Our great lakes freeze over 
during the winter. Titicaca never freezes. 

I have written of ithe skies of.the Andes. 
Those of Titicaca have all of the beauties. 
of the Andean heavens, combined: with oth- 
ers peculiarly their own. ‘I*cannot give you. 
the sense of loftiness one feels here. The 
clouds rise up about the shores of Titicaca 
like walls upon which a canvas of heavenly 
blue fits closely down, so that you-feel that 
beyond ithose walls there are mighty depths 
and that if you should sail through them 
you would drop into space. The air is so 
clear that you can see for miles. Leaving 
Puno, Peru, I was shown the sacred b!tue 
Island of Titicaca, fifty miles away, and 
s00n other islands came into view, which 
seemed to float upon the waters as though 
they were balloons or balls and not the out- 
croppings of the ‘highest mountain chain 
of our hemisphere. One island, I remem- 
ber, rose out of the waters in the shape of 
a gigantic mushroom of soft blue velvet, 
another looked like a mammoth -.whale 
whose head and tail stood out high above 
the water. These were optical illusions, 
due to the peculiarity of the atmosphere, 
but they were phenomena which I have 
never seen upon other waters. 


An Unknown Inland Sea. 


You know of Lake Titicaca from your 
geographies. They tell you it lies in the 
Andes, about half way between the Isthmus 
of Panama and Cape Hern, 12,550 feet above 
the sea. They represent the lake as oval 
in shape and state that it is 120 miles long, 
fifty-seven miles wide, and that it has an 
area of 5,000 square miles. Some of these 
Statements are true, Others are all con- 
jecture. » The lake has in reality never been 
carefully surveyed. It has great bays 
which have never been sounded, and it 
winds in and out in places like a river, giv- 
ing a euccession of beautiful scenes of 
islands, mountains and coast. In crossing. 
from Peru to Bolivia ge sailed a distance 
of 110 miles over water which was in many 
places, the captain said, more than 1,00 
feet deep. Lake Superior has, I believe, an 
average depth of something like 600 feet. 
Some parts of the bottom of Lake Titicaca 
have never been reached, and the captain 
told me that if he should land upon certain 
parts of Titicaca jsland he would have to 


_ cast his anchor high upon the rocky shores, 


as the waters which wash them are so deep 
that the grappling hooks could not reach 
the bottom. Think of a body of water like 
this at an altitude of more than two miles 
above the sea. Let it be more than 200 
miles from the ocean in a basin which 
next to Thibet is the loftiest inhabitea pla- 
teau of the workd. Remember fhat you 
must cross a mighty desert and climb on 
the railroad over a pass which is nearly 
three miles above the sea to get to it, and 
you have a slight idea of the wonders of 
Lake Titicaca. You must add, however, 
that while it is fed by the snows and gia- 
ciers of the Andes, it has itself no visible 
outlet to either ocean. Nine rivers flow into 
it, but only one carries off any part of the 
water. This is the Desaguadero, which 
cennects it with its sister hake, known as 
Lake Poopo, which lies about 280 miles 
further south in this same Bolivian plateau: 
The Desaguadero has in this distance a 
fall of 500 feet. It is a rushing, turbulent 
stream large enough to be navigated by 
steamers for a part of its length. It ear- 
ries off a large volume of water, but Lake 
Poopo has no outlet to the sea, and not- 
withstanding this drain Lake Titicaca re- 
mains at the same level, whether the sea- 
gon be wet or dry, year in and year out. 
The Steamers of the Heavens. 
The steamboats which sail upon Lake 
Titicaca might be called the steamers ofthe 
heavens. They sail at times in and out of 
the clouds, and they are nearest the sky 
of any craft on earth. Think.of lifting an 
iron ship of 600 tons over a pass higher 
than the top of Pike’s peak. This is what 
Was done with the steamer Choya; upon 
which I am now writing. The ship was 
made in Scotland and brought to Molendo 
in pieces. Here it was loaded upon the cars 
and carried over the Andes to Puno. It was 
there put together, and it now sails as 
well and furnishes its passengers with as 
comfortable accommodations as any steam- 
er of its size on American waters. It is 
as beautiful as a gentleman’s yacht, and it 
can make twelve knots an hour without 
trouble. It is propelled by a screw, and its 
fuel is Australian coal, which is brought 
Over more than 7,000 miles of water and 
lifted on the railroad over the Andes td 
Puno, at the edge of the lake. By the time 
it reaches the ship the coal custs about 
$25 in gold per ton,-but the traffic on the 
lake is so great that the steamers, I am 
told, pay for themselves many times over. 
A large part of the freight of Bolivia 
goes to the markets of the world via Chil- 
alaya and Puno over Lake Titicaca and

Over Mountains on Men’s Backs. 


The ship im which I crossed Lake Titicaca 
is the largest and finest of the fleet. There 
are three other steamers belonging to the 
Peruvian corporation or English syndicate 
whicd has the monopoly of the traffic, and 
in addition they ‘have little steamers which 
bring copper, silver and tin up the Desa- 
guadero river from the rich mining region 
of Oruro. The Titicaca steamer line ‘was' 


‘founded by the Peruviam government as ‘a 


Part of its transportation system, which, as 
I have said before. was the most expensive 
ever planned or built. The first steamers 
cost more than their weight in silver. They 
were made in England and shipped to the 
. Peruvian coast and thence carried om the 
backs of men and mules over‘the Andes. It 
was ten years after the ships were landed 
on the coast before they got to the lakes, 
apd the Emglish engineers drew salaries 
during the delay while bossing the job. One 
of the larger ships was afterwards cut in 
‘two and a section of hull fifty feet long in- 
serted.

ened is used on the lake today. The smaller 
steamers ply to and fro from the lesser 
ports. They visit most of the towns upon 
the coast and carry freight and passengers 
to the numerous islands. 


The Sacred Isles of Lake Titicaca. 


Lake Titicaca has many beautiful islands. 
The most of them are rocky, ragged moun- 
tain peaks, which have their bodies under 
the water and a thin coating of soil on the 
rocks above it. Eight of the islands are in- 
habited, and these are cultivated to the very 
tops of the mountains. If the United States 
could be as carefully tillea as the parts of 
Peru through which I have traveled, where 
every available bit of land is used, it would, 
I believe, furnish enough food for all the 
people of the world and ieave enough grain 
left to glut the Chicago markets during a 
comer on wheat. Patches of soil as big as 
a bed quilt are surrounded with stones and 
carefully tilled. Bits of land between the 
rocks are green with scanty crops of pota- 
toes, barley and quinoa, which are about 
the only things that will grow at this alti- 
tude, and you see people work:.ng on the 
sides of hills where they almost have to 
hold on with one hand. while they use the 
rude little hoes of this part of the world 
with the other. This grubbing for a bare 
existence goes on over the greater part of 
the plateau in which Lake Titicaca lies. It 
is the plateau which formed the chief cen- 
ter of the Inca civilization which prevailed 
here whem the Spaniards came. Lake Titi- 
caca was the center of a civiiization gen- 
erations older than that of the Incas, and 
upon its shores siill stand ruins so old that 
the -Imcas could not tell the Spaniards any- 
thing about them, and only said that the 
mighty monumén:s were made by a race of 
giants who lived about this lake before the 
sun appeared in the heavens. These ruins 
are those which lie mear the little town vf 


Tiahuanaco. They cover an area of about. 
three miles and consist of the remains of: 
terraced mounds and the | 


massive walls, 
ruins of a great edifice which is sometimes 
called the temple. This buiiding covered 
about four acres, and it was made of great 
blocks of black stome, each thirty inches 
thick. The stones, like those of the famed 
building of Cuzco, were fitted together 
without mortar and were so carefully laid 
that it was impossible to insert a knife 
blade between them. From these ruins 
some of the most curious archaeological 
relics have beem taken, many of the most 
valuabie having been secured by Professor 
Adolfe Bandolier, who is spending his life 
in this region as the collector for the New 
York museum. 

Professor Bandolier has made many new 
discoveries and investigations about Lake 
Titicaca and he is inclined to believe that 
the most of what has been published about 
sOme parts of this region is almost pure 
fiction. He has spent months upon Titicaca 
island, which some authorities claim was 
the Garden of Eden of the Inca mythology, 
the spot on which their Adam and Eve first 
lived upon earth and from hich they 
started out to found Cuzco and build up 
the race. According to this theory our 
first parents were the children of the sun. 
There were two of them, Manco Capac 
and Mama Oello, his sister-wife. On this 
accounf, so says Squier, who is one of the 
authorities on Lake Titieuca, the Incas 
considered this lake and especially Titicaca 
island holy. They built their temples here, 
had wonderful palaces, and even brought 
soil to the island from the mainland in or- 
der that corn might be grown upon: the 
island. This corn, so says one of the old 
chroniclers, who Professor Bandolier thinks 
had a very lively imagination, was con- 
sidered so sacred that when a grain of it 
was put in one of the public warehouses it 
sanctified and preserved all other grains, 
and it was also said that a man who could 
have as much as one grain of Titicaca 
isiand corn in his storehouse would not 
lack for food during his lifetime. There 
are today many ruins on Titicaca island, 
and the very rock on which Manco Capac 
and his sister-wife stepped when they first 
landed from the sun is shown. This rock, 
says the same chronicler. was once plated 
with gold and kept covered with a veil. 
The inhabitants of the island are now 
chiefly Aymara Indians, who are said to he 
descendants of the tribes who were 80 
numerous about Lake Titicaca years azo. 
They live in lIfttle huts of mud or stone 
thatched with straw. and show no signs of 
havine had gorgeous temples or the more 
extensive civilization which they possessed 
when the Incas were their masters. They 
are Catholics and are superstitious in the 


extreme.

Erie in a boat madé of straw. I can see a 
dozen straw boats from where I am writ- 


one has a mule, a donkey and a llama in 
it in’ addition to its human freight. The 


ing. Some of them are filled with people and 


a 


captain of each ‘boat is an Aymara Indian, 
who stands up as he poles the boat along. 
There is a boat over there which has a 
straw sail and which is skimming along 
‘Over the waves. Those boats are of the 
curious’ craft known as baisas. They have 
been in use upon thfgs sake for more than 
four hundred years and were found here 
when the Spaniards came. Until fhe steam- 
ers were brought in they carried’all the 
freight -on the lake, and they’ do a large 
business ‘today. I can hardly imagine any- 
thing which looks more insecure. I tried 
a ride on one of them yésterday and was 
surprised to find that I was not turned 
out inta the water. These balsas are made 
of reeds, which grow in great quantities on 
the banks of the lake, <nd they are, in fact, 
rafts formed of rolls ur reeds so tied and 
woven together that they keep out the 
water. Only a roll of reeds about the top 
of the balsas keeps the. passengers in, and 
they mus* sit flat on the floor. These reeds 
are also used for making bridges, ropes 
and baskets. The people roof their houses 
with them, and they are almost as. imporit- 
ant psants to them as the bamboo is to the 
Chinese, 
The Llamas of the Andes. 

Much of the freight that is brought to 
Lake Titicaca js on Hamas. The word is 
prenounced “Yahmah.’’ These animals are 
to a great extent the freight wagons of the 
Andes. » You see them by the hundreds 
everywhere on titis Titicaca plateau. I 
found them loaded with silver ore at the 
mines fn the mountains of central Peru and 
saw thousands of them feeding upon the 
pampas over which I crossed on my way 
here. They.are the most graceful beasts 
I have ever seen. They have heads like a 
camel, bodies like a sheep and feet and 
legs much like a deer. They are not sulky 
looking like the camel, and are far more 
aristocratic in their actions. When you 
load a camel he cries like a baby. The 
tears roll down his cheeks, and as he 
marches off he pouts ang pouts and groans 
and groans. The llama carries his burden 
with a proud air and pricks up his ears for 
all the world like a skye terrter at every 
new thing he sees. He will carry only so 
much, and the usua} load for a llama is 
100 pounds. If you put on more he does 
not cry or groan, but calmly knee!s down 
and will not move until the load is light- 
ened. If you make him angry he does not 
bite you, as.does the camel. 

He merely shows: his contempt by spit- 
‘ting upon you. I would rather be kicked 
by a government mute that be spat upon 
by a llama. He chews his cud like a cow 
and has a special reservoir somewhere in 
h's anatomy well storeq for such an occa- 
sion. A llama’s spittle smells worse than 
the weapon of the poleeat. If once hit, it 
is almost impossible to get the scent out 
of your clothes, and no one wants to be 
near you until you have had a bath and a 
change, 17 find, however, that most of the 
llamas I have handited are gentle, and I 
have had good opportunities to study them. 
They are everywhere about me on this 
plateau. Some are almost snow white, 
some are seal brown and a few black and 
spotted. Their wool is very tong and beau- 
tiful rugs are made of it. The Indians are 
very fond of their llamas. They pet them 
and talk to them. They sometimes dye 
their wooi and often tie bright-colored rib- 
bons through holes in their ears. They al- 
ways walk beside them when on a journey, 
stopping from time to time to let the ani- 
mais graze upon the way. The wool of 
most of the ponchos which form the over- 
coats and shawls of the people of this 
plateau is from llamas. It is spun by the 
women, who, whether tending the flocks 
or walking along the. road, always have a 
spinning spool in their hands, They weave 
the wool themselves, and out of it make all 
of the clothes of the family. The llama not 
only clothes and through the money re- 
ceiveg from him as a freight carrier feeds 
these people, but he warms them 4s well. 
There is no wood on this high, desolate 
plateau. Wood all over the western part 
of Peru fs very costly. In the markets of 
Arequipa each customer carries home a 
bundle of twigs or rather roots and bushes 
with his vegetables and meats, and this 
forms the fuel for cooking the day’s mea. 
No one thinks of using fuel for anything 
but cooking, ang none of the citiés of this 
part of the world have chimneys, furnaces, 


fireplaces. 
heating stoves or ia in. which Titl-

on sal gre are not even bushes, and 
almost the sole fuel is composed of the 
droppings of the Nama. Every Kut has @ 
pile of this fuel beside its fireplace, and 
the better classes of houses have special 
quarters for it. La Paz, which is a city of 
nearly 50,000 people, depends entirely on 
the llamas for its fuel, and the steam 
which moves the dynamos of the electric 
light plant of the city is created: by -a fire 
of llama manure. The cooking is all done 
over such fires, and for this reason I have 
for the time given up such things as 
broiled beefsteaks and mutton chops, and 
am now sticking religiously to soup, fries 
and to a!l victuals cooked ‘in pans. In this 
connection it seems a curious d‘spensation 
of providence that the llama has one place 
for making his fuel deposits. He uses the 
same place every day when possible, and 
the manure ig thus easily saved.

It is only of late that our h'stories have 
begun to give this: faithful people some 
credit for their undying devotion to Amer- 
ica and its cause. I refer to the colored 
people din this gountry. Further, very 
few people read-history close enough to 
inform themselves of the noble deeds of 
this people. Therefore, I feel that it will 
not be out of place for me te briefly re- 
v.ew their war record from Lexington and 
Bunker Hill to Cuba. 

March 5, 1770, Crispus Attucks, a negro, 
made this brief but immortal speech re- 
ferring to the British troops: “The way 
to get rid of these idlers is to attack the 
main guard; strike at the root; this is the 
nest."" These were his last words, for at 
the close of this speech he led the attack 
on the British regulars and was the first 
to fali for American independence. His 
was the first blood to stain American 
s%il for freedom and liberty. In speaking 
of this stroke for freedom the great Danie} 
Webster said: ‘‘From that moment we 
may date the severence of the British 
empire,’’ The above sentence, I am proud 
to say, is inscribed on a beautiful monu- 
ment erected by the great state of Massa- 
chusetts to the brave man of .color. That 
monument stands on the Boston commons 
today and points down the vista of ages 
to the loyalty and bravery of the colored 
American. 

April 19, 1775, at the pattle of Lexington, 
when Major Pitcajrn ordered his men to 
fire upon the patriots and seven of them 
fe.l, one of that seven was a negro. A ne- 
gro, Peter Salem, killed Major Pitcairn in 


the battle of Bunker Hill a few days after 
the fight at Lexington. | 

Besides Peter Salem there were several 
other colored men in the battle at Bunker 
Hill, among these were Salem Poor, Titus 
» Coiburn, Alexander Ames, Barzilai 
and Cato Howe. These men not only fought 
bravely during the revolutionary war, but 
in their oid age received pensions for their 
service. 

Coionel Trumbell, who saw the famous

battle of Bunker Hill and reproduced it in 
a great painting, shows several colored men 
figating in the front ranks. 

It nas been estimated that there were not 
less than 3,000 colored men in the war of 
the revoiution, some or whom were free 
negroes and some siaves fighting for the 
inagependence of the states. 

Colonel David Humphrey commanded a 
colored bav.giion which was raised by the 
State of Connecticut. History says they 
were brave men and so nobiy and oravely 
did they fight for American independence 
that all who were slaves when they were 
mustered out at the close of the war ‘were 
given thei: freedom. 

In Wiliam C. Nell’s work on 
Patriots of the American Revolution’’ Dr. 
| Harris, a revolutionary veteran, said: 

“There was a black regiment, yes, a regi- 

ment of *hegrots, fighting for our liberty 
and indqpendence—not a white man among 
them but the officers—stationed at what 
‘was called a flank position, that is, upon 

a place which the enemy must pass in or- 
der to come round in our rear to drive us 
from the fort. To pass was. everything, 
both to the enemy and to us.’”’ Had the 
co.ored soldiers given way before the 
énemy, or been unfaithful, all would have 
been lost. 

“Three times in ruccession were they 
attacked with fury by well-dieciplined and 
veteran troops, and three times they suc- 
cessfully repelled the assault, and thus 
preserved our army from capture. 

“They fought through the war. They 

were brave. hardy troops. They helped to 
gain our liberty and our independence.” 
. Colored soldiers fought througna the war 
of 1812. They followed General Jackson 
and did great service at the battle of New 
Orleans, for which he complimented them 
highly. 

After dis conflicts in all these wars the 
negro always returned to his home or the

In the late war he-was there 188,000 
strong, on the wnion side, and id valient 
service. Many were in the confederate 
service as body servants, while thoysands 
went with the army, throwing up breast- 
works. In W. T. Alexander's “History of 
the Colored Race of America,” is found 
the following telegram which was sent 
Out from New Orleans: 


“November 23, 1861.—Over 28.000 troops 


; Were reviewed today by Governor Moore, 


General Lovell and General Rugg'es. The 
line was over seven miles long. One regi- 
ment comprised 1.400 free colored men.”’ 

Thus it will be seen that there were col- 
ored men on obth sides in the late war. 

Since the war colored men have belonged 
to the standing army of the nation, both 
as infantry and cavalry. 

We have thousands in the navy depart- 
ment and have had fwo graduates from 
West Point, the national military school. 


In the Spanish-American war the colored 
soldier is destined to play his part. With 
the ‘Maine were thirty colored men, holding 
various ratings, and I am told that all were 
lost Sut two. When Ensign Bagley fell 
a colored man fell with him. 

The colored part of the regular army has 
been greatly increased and this means mucn 
for our people in general. 

Among the first to leave Tampa for Cuba 
June 13th were two squadrons of four 
troops each of the Ninth and Tenth cav- 
alry. We have simply brought the light of 
history to bear upon this subject to prove 
to our friends, and our enemies, if we have 
any, that our lives are interwoven into 
American history; that our blood and sweat 
are in its soil: that our fathers and mothers 
are buried here and here will we be buried 
also. We have labored, fought, toiled and 
struggled for and with America all these 
years. and we are no ways tired. 

We have stood by the flag in years gone 
by when we did not have as much at stake 
as we have now’and we will stand by it 
now, and if it goes up we will go with it, 
and if it goes down we will go with it. 

All we ask is, give us credit for what 
good we have done and forgive us for our 
mistakes and blunders.

and their services will be tendered to the 
government through Governor McLaurin 
for service in the war with Spajn. 


We take pleasure in clipping the follow- 
ing from The New Orleans Picayune: 

‘The regiment cf colored immunes, which 
Colone! Charles J. Crane was ,sent here 
to organize, is growing rapidly each day. 
Companies A and B are now ready to 
march to the camping quarters, and soon 
after the sun rises this morning the first 
company, headed by Captain James = 
Simpson, will leave the recruiting quar- 
ters, corner Rampart and Perdido streets, 
and march to the fair grounds, where tents 
and provisions await them. 

“There were about fifty names added to 
the enfstment rolls yesterday. The men 
accepted by Dr. Johh F. Dunshie are en- 
tirely suited for the service, many of them 
having been previously drilled and have 
a fairly good knowledge of the tactics.” 

Captain James C, Simpson is probably 
one of the best known young men in New 
Orleans. He thas had a great deal of ex- 
per‘ence in military matters and stands 
high in social and business circles. He 
was for several years a member of the Mo- 
bile Rifles’ drill team, which was for a 
long-time ~onsidered one of the best drilled 
companies in the south. During the big 
coal strike in Alabama in 1894 Captain S'mp- 
son first experienced the hardships of a sol- 
dier’s life, being at one time during that 
period under heavy fire from the miners. 
He has also served in the Washington Ar- 
tillery. Since coming to New Orleans Cap- 
tain Simpson ‘has served as head door- 
keeper for the Standard Of] Company. He 
belongs to two of the carnival organiza- 
tions‘and is a prominent sacial leader. His 
father, Captain John R. Simpson, was an 
old confederate officer and made a glorious 
record during the civil war. 

Dr. John F. Dunshie, who its acting chief 
surgeon for the regiment, is a graduate 
of the Tulane Medical school. Since his 
graduating, three years ago, he has been 
practicing in this city with cons‘derable 
success. Dr. Dunshie is popular with the 
Officers and is weil liked by the men. His 
work is more than satisfactory to Colonel 
Crane and in all probability he will go as 
one of the surgeons in the regiment. 

One of the prominent colored leaders 
named Nelson has had a company organ- 
ized for some time. Yesterday he tendered 
his company to Colonel Crame, with the 
understanding that ‘he is to be made first 
lieutenant. Nelson’s men are all very de- 
Sirable recruits, as they have been thor- 
oughly drilled by their very able leader and 
are practically ready to go to the front. 

Nelson’s company was the nucleus of the 
regiment which the colored political ring 
has been trying so hard to manipulate in 
Washington. His withdrawal from the old 
organization will be a felt loss. Nelson is 
one of the brightest colored men in New 
Orleans., He is a graduate of the Straight 
university, and aiso holds a diploma from 
one of the colored medical schools in this 
city. Last year the Straight university au- 
thorities conferred tpon him the M. A. 
degree, out of consideration for the good 
work dove by their former pupil. Nelson 
is a thorough patriot, and is more than 
glad at the step he has taken in identify- 
ing himself with Colonel Crane’s regiment. 
dmong the colored callers at the recruit- 
ing headquarters yesterday was Rev. I. 
Nichols, pastor of one of the leading col- 
ored churches in the third district. Rev. 
Nichols came inte the headquarters fol- 
lowed by a tall,,*broad-shouldered young 
man with an honest look, whom he intrc- 
duced as‘ his son, and asked if a place 
could not be made in the regiment for the 
young man. Rev. Nichols was a soldier 
himself once, and when he read the ac- 
counts of Colonel Crane being here to or- 
ganize a regiment of colo citizens, he 
wanted his boy to have an opportunity of 
striking a blow for his country, and 
brought him to the recruiting office.

and Aragon. 

In the first place, it is universally con- 
ceded that if bombast were trumps there 
would be no game in the world which 
Spain could not win without difficulty, and 
the keen. observer cannot fail to be ime 
pressed by the superiority of Spain’s mine 
istry over our cabinet at Washington in 
everything that relates to announcements. 
No matter what fleet she may e equipping 
or intending to equip, the announcement 
goes forth that it will be the most for- 
midable squadron that the world has ever 
seen. Prior to the outbreak of hostilities, 
when it was suggested that our Asiatic 
equadron would make things very inter- 
esting for the Spanish vessels in the Phil- 
ippine istands, Sagasta regarded the sug- 
gestion as so absurd as to be unworthy 
of comment. — 

But Dewey went to Manila, and now 
there is no Spanish Asiatic squadron. 

AVhen what is popularly, or rather un- 
popularly now, known as the Cape Verdé 
fleet was about to sail. it was stated that 
its. sole purpose was to hunt down the 
Americans and teach them a lesson in 
naval warfare. Cervera was heralded as 
a second Lord Nelson, and the impression 
was sent abroad generally in Spain that 
if the yankees would only stop running 
away long enough to permit Cervera to

upon them. It is impossible to say what 
vessels really constitute the Cadiz fleet 


and whether, when they get to this side, if 


they ever do, they will have as many ships 
as they may start with, for there are those 
of a cynical turn of min@ who declare that 
every vessel fit to fight was sent with Cer- 
vera, the self-bottler. These cynics fur- 
ther aver that if by any possibility Camara 
ghould ever allow his valor to get the bet- 
ter of his judgment to the extent of at- 
tempting to .measure strengih with either 
the Schley or. Sampson squadron his fleet 
will quickly ascertain the depth of the 
Atlantic at the point where the engagement 
may take place. But of one fact there 
ean be no doubt, amd that is that Camara’s 
fleet has been advertised better than any 
group of vessels ever assembled at any time 
in the world, and there is such a delicious 
variety in the news sent out from Spain 
with regard to these shadowy vessels that 
the matter concerning them is always read- 
able. 

From the best information at hand, as- 
suming that the fleet really does exist and 
is seaworthy and able to fight, it would 
seem that the star vessel of the squadron 
would be the Pelayo, which, by the way, 
is the only modern battleship Spain has 
ever owned. The Pelayo, like all the other 
vessels of the Spanish fleets except those 
which are rusting away at the bottom of 
Manila bay, has so far demonstrated her 
terribleness only on paper, but in the hands 
of Americans or Englishmen or men of 
any virile, nomdecadent nation it is prob- 
able that the “pride of the Spanish navy” 
would really prove to be a formidable fight- 
ing machine. : 

Technically,, the Pelayo is a _ barbette 
battleship of the first class. Admiral 
Cervera, who will go down in history 
as the man who did less fighting in a 
given time than any naval commander the 
world has ever known, was _ responsible 
for the building of the vessel. He declared 
that the ddy had arrived when heavy ships 
were necessary to withstand the rapid ad- 
vance made in guns, ahd in this naval ex- 
perts declared that he was correct. He

The length of the Pelayo is 330 
feet on the load water line. She has an 
exceptionally heavy armament, consisting 
of two 12-inch, nine 5.5-inch and eighteen 
rapid fire guns of small caliber. 

A unique feature of the Pelayo is the 
fact that ghe has seven torpedo tubes. She 
is also equipped with two military masts, 
has one barbette turret om each side, a 
modern ram bow, a bridge connecting the 
smokestacks and two sponsons amidships. 
Inasmuch as her displacement is nearly 
10,000 tons, she should prove an almost in- 
vincibI@toe, especially wnen it is considered 
that her armor belt has an extreme thick- 
ness of nineteen inches, But, like every- 
thing the Spaniards do, sie is defective in 
several important respects. Since the 
launching many structural weaknesses 
have been discovered, and besides she is 
equipped to carry byt 800 tons of coal, with 
which supply she is unable to steam more 
than 3,000 miles #n the fairest. weather at 
her maximum speed of sixteen knots an 
hour. Our naval men consider the Pelayo 
more like the Oregon than any other ship 
in the «world, and while they declare that 
an engagement between the two vessels 
would epeedily result in a victory for the 
latter, they are nevertheless of the opin- 
ion that the Pelayo with American officers 
and men would make such a fight a most 
interesting one. 

Battleships are built for the purpose of 
fighting hostile war vessels, and conse- 
quently the highest talents of construct- 
ors and designers are called into requisi- 
tion to make the type as nearly impregna- 
ble as possible. But the many different 
classes Of battleships show that there is 
a wide divergence of opinion as to the 
method by which this superiority should 
be insured. Armor, emplacement, size of 
armament, distribution, speed and coal 
supply are points in controversy, and until 
two antagonists of supposed equal power 
shal! meet and fight to the death the ques- 
tions. at issue will never be satisfactorily 
determined. - 

A “brae’’ vessel of the Cadiz ficet is the 
armored cruiser Emperador Caflos V, the 
second largest ship in the Spanish navy 
with a displacement of 9,325 tons, a length 
of 380 feet and a belt of armor of an ex- 
treme thickness of ten inches. She can 
steam, on paper at least, at the rate of # 
knots an hour. Her armament is two ll- 
inch Hontoria, eight 5.5-inch, four 3.9-inch, 
two 2.7-ineh, four 2.2-inch and six smaller 
guns. She is further equipped with two 
military masts, the reyuiation signal yards, 
three tall, slender smokestacks, two tur- 
rets, a ram bow and a bridge above the 
forward turrets. In other words, she is a 
modern armored cruiser. Her coal ecapa- 
city is 1,200 tons. he Pelayo was lawnch- 
ed about a decade age and fhe Carlos V 
in 18%. The latter has a complement of 
535 men, while the Pelayo'’s crew numbers 
600. It gs difficult to conjecture whether 
the Carlos is of any great value. She was 
constructed by the shipbuilding firm of 
Vega Murgula, of Cadiz,which fuilt the 
gutiboat Filipinas, afterwards officially de- 
clared to be worthless. 2 

In the United States navy are two arm- 
ored cruisers very similar to the Carlos 
V—the Brooklyn of 9,200 tons and the New 
York of $200. The former is much the bet- 
ter ship. She carries eight 8inch and 


twelve 5-inch guns to the New York's six” 


8-inch and twelve 4-inch. The armor of 
the New York—four inches on the sides 
and ten inches on the turrets—-is thicker 
than the three and eight inches of the 
Brooklyn. but the latter's protection !s 
more modern. The Oregon, the Indiana 
and,the Massachusetts carry each te 
tremendous armament of four 13-ing, 
eight 8-inch and four 6-inch guns.

These are important points at the present 
time, for it is conceded that as mueh de- 
pends in modern naval warfare upon the 
ability. of the commander as upon ..the 
quality of the ships and the formidableness 
of their armament,

marked ability thatthey were sent to com- 
plete their training in the hospitals of 
Philadelphia. 2 

At present Miss Nancy Seneca, a- young 
full-blooded Indian maiden, is studying at 
the medico-chirurgical hospital in that city. 

Miss Kate Grindrod, a full-blooded Wy- 
andotie Indian, who was educated at Car-. 
lisie, is one of the most successful pro- 
fessional nurses. During the epidemic at 
Carlisle in 1899 and 1891 she volunteered 
her services as a nurse, and succeeded so 
Well that, acting upon the advice of phy- 
sicians, she entered the Woman's hospit 
at Philadelphia. Her services are eagerly 
sought by many of the hading families of 
that city. 

Including Miss Nancy Seneca, who will 
soon complete her course, eight Indian 
girls, who first graduated at Carlisie school, 
have. during the last few years become 
trained nurses, and are now profitably em- 
ployed in independent practice. 

The first Indian woman in the world to 
complete a course in trained nursing was 
Miss Nancy Cornelius, an Oneida. She, ar- 
rived at the Carlisle school from the res- 
ervation in 1895, and entered the second 
grade. Being of a delicate constitution, she 
was obliged to pass much of her time in 
the school hospital for treatment, and de- 
siring some occupation, she soon became a 
competent assistant to the nurse in charge. 
In October, 1888, Miss Cornelius teft Car- 
lisle and went to the training school for 
nurses at Hartford, Conh., where she grad- 
uated two years later. Since then she has 
livea in Hartford, 

Commenting on Indian women as trained 
nurses, a physician who has had much ex- 
perience with them in practice wre “In- 
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may be, the “protected’’ cruiser Alfanso 
XIII, which is a ship of 5,000 tons displace- 
ment, a length of 318% feet and a speed of 
20 knots an hour under forced draft.

She has 
a steel deck, ranging trom three to five 
inches in thickness. But the ship is weak. 
Her hull can be penetrated by guns of 
gmall caliber, and she is consequently 
worthless against battleships. 

A larger vessel than the Alfenso XJII, 
but still even less effective, is the Numan- 
cia. She is nearly 315 feet long and is class- 
ed by courtesy as a battleship, though t'@ 
Spaniards call her ‘‘a proadside ship.” She 
is really ap o!d ironclad, with a displace- 
ment of 7,305 tons and an armor belt from 
5.to 5% inches.

regarded as one of the most powerful ever 
assembled. Their practice has always been 
wretched, their execution ludicrous. It has 
ever been the laughing stock of the world. 

All Spain’s sea exploits have been at- 
tempted with “armadas.’’ They ‘have sal- 
lied forth in splendor and returned in 
shreds and patches. Spain has had strange- 
ly bad luck with her ships. 

When the news from Trafalgar, in 1805, 
reached ‘Madrid a pious patriot ascribed 
the disaster to heaven’s wrath at the in- 
iquity of the French alliance. “Or else,”’ 
exclaimed the poet Lorilla, “‘the spirits of 
the ocean have taken this opportunity to 
avenge the betrayal of their secrets,”’ 
which was regarded as a clever allusion to 
the discovesy of the new world. 

“Oh, that’s all right, admiral. T cannot 
blame you for the consequences of a gale,” 
said FPthilip Il when the duke of Media y 
Sidonia returned with a lot of wrecks and 
excuses from that bombastic attempt to 
invade and destroy England in 1588, the fair 
weather failures being left unmentioned 
between them by mutual consent. 

There are some deficiencies in our navy, 
as is unreservedly acknowledged. The 
speed of our vessels generally is less than 
fifteen knots an hour, and the normal! cwal 
supply is none too Jarge. We are still 
weak in torpedo boats; in which speed and 
“invisibllity’’ are the prime factors. Life 
on them is, of course, a burden to officers 
and crew, but the boats are a necessary 
evil. Spain had quite a formidable fietilia 
of this kind, but she has had her proverbial 
fil luck with them, as with everything else. 
At least’ six of them were each of oy? ton- 
nage, with a speed of twenty-five knots. 

In point of merchant tonnage Spain has 
ranked seventh among the nations of the 
world up to the. beginning of this war. 
What it will be later is a moot «uestion. 
She has had little difficulty in .obtaining 
seamen. In the maritime provinces ser- 
Vice afloat’ for a number of vear*®. ucually 
from twenty to thirty-two, is obligatory. 
The Spanish government has alwnys rmain- 
tained a trained organized naval reserve 
force of nearly 30,000 men armed with 
Mauser magazine rifie available for service 
afloat to supplement the active nave and 
on shore to man the coast avefenses. and 
yet of all maritime peopies today the Srzn- 
fish are the most incapable, as has been 
sagely suspected for half a century and 
thoroughly demonstrated during the past 
two months. 

In writing upon any Spanish subject it is 
always dangerous to make positive sta’e- 
rents, especially when, as in the pres2nt 
case, the sources of informition are all 
Spanish. The dons nationally are not cele- 
brated for being aggressively trutiful. and 
in a matter like the annewuncement of the 
strength of a more 
fleet it is excessively improbable that they 
would even suggest the real facts. 

They declare that the Vitoria is also at- 
tached to the terrible Cadiz squadron. Even 
though this be true, there is nothing in the 
announcement to cause Sampson and 
Schley to fear for the safety of the vessels 
under their command.

Camara was 
a bright pupil and completed his course 
of instruction in the mimimum of four 
years. He was immediately sent with an 
expedition to Morocco, where he behaved 
in a manner which won the con#mendation 
of hig superior ofiicers. He became a first 
Heutenant in 1863, and a captain in 1871. 
Camara has for years been held up in 
Spain as the finest type of the naval of- 
ficer, and it is announced with suspiciou! 
frequency that his promotion was due to 
merit, but it Is a fact, nevertheless, that 
he was one of the most ardent advocates 
of the bestowal of the crown upon Alfonso 
XII, the father of the present puny little 
monarch. Naturally Camara did not’suffer 
because of this attitude when Alfonso final- 
ly ascended the throne. He is one of the 
most ardent monarchists in Spain, and it is 
safe to assert that no man in the navy has 
the copfidence of the royal family to so 
great an extent as Camara. But, judged 
from American standpoints, it would be 
difficult to tell what Camara has done 
warrant the statement that he is a great 
naval commander except to live and be ad- 
vanced a peg every time a man above him 
in the service hae either’ died or resigned. 
In short, Dewey and Sampson and Schley 
peed have no fear. for their daurels because 
of the fact that Camara may ‘think he 
wants to do something for Spain.

American Locomotives in Japan. 

Consul Lyon writes from Hiogo, March 19, 
1898 : 

“The Kobe Chrenicle, an English jour- 
nal published at this port, under date of 
the 15th instant, copied from a vernacular 
newspaper the statement that the authori- 
tles of the locomotive department at Shim- 
bashi station (Tokyo) are of opinion that 
American locomotives are superior in all 
respects to those made in England, and 
work more economically. 

“American locomotive makers have of 
late been quite active in contesting this 
field, and such expressions as the above 
Stimulate them to still greater effort. 


Nickel Steel. 


There has been much said and printed 
about the importance of alloys of steel and 
n'ckel, but in most cases the alloys under 
consideration, says Engineering, have been 
those containing a comparatively small pro- 
portion of nickel, usually under 10 per cent, 
the nickel having been added to increase 
the strength and resistance. 

A number of experiments which have 
been carried on. for some time past in 
France by Professor Guillaume, upon alloys 
of steel and nickel containing up to 50 per 
eent of n'ckel, show some very curious and 
valuable properties of these higher alloys. 

Apart from sOme peculiar magnetic prop- 
erties which Professor Guillaume discover- 
ed, the most important fact elicited was 
that of the very slight expansibility by 
heat of certain alloys. An alloy containing 
"36 per cent of nickel showed such a very 
small variation in length by changes of 
temperature as to render it especially 
adapted for construction of standards of 
length, and it is quite possible that this 
allow will be selected hereafter by the in- 
international bureau of weights and meas- 
ures as the material from which reference 
Standards of length shall be made. The 
hardness and strength of this alloy, and 
the fact that it readily receives a high pol- 
ish and is little subject to rust, add to its 
Suitability for this purpose. The same 
property renders it eminently suited for the 
construction of pendulum rods for clocks, 
as the variation jn length que to changes 
of agmospher'c temperature would be al- 
most thappreciable. 

It is \quite possible that bars of this new 
nickel-Ssteel alloy may prove sufficiently sat- 
isfactory for measuring rods for geodetic 
base line measurements, thus dispensing 
entirely with the use of the troublesome 
compensating compound bars, or the neces- 
Sity of employing the ingenious idea of a 
bar packed in ice. 


American Gun Tools in Englar:1. 

A significant item is found in the reports 
of an English ordnance factory, where 
1,500 men are now employed night and day. 
The manager, who is an ex-navy officer, 
has been authorized to spend $115,000 on 
new buildings and $85,000 on new machin- 
ery. It is stated that the whole of the last 
sum will be expend2d in the United States, 
as the Americans only produce such ma-’ 
chines as are wanted. 

All this new plant will be driven by elec- 
tricity, an Ohio firm having got the con- 
tract for the whole of it. The machines 
are mostly vertical lathes, not obtainable 
in England. 

One of the novelties, of which the Ameri- 
can firm is said to have disposed of a num- 
ber to the English government recently, is 
a 6-inch gun; which, in consequence of the 
employment of a base ring of soft copper 
of a peculiar shape, pressing against a 
ring of asbestos, will show no signs of 
wear.

This 
condition of credit is not at all out of the 
question for some ‘American companies. 
Prudence therefore dictates such arrange- 
ments in refunding as will permit advant- 
ages in the future from improving credits.” 


Buying a Home Without Cash. 


“It is possible nowadays, quite easy, in- 
deed, for the industrious wage-earner, or 
person with small niéans or income, to own 
his home,” writeg sarton Cheyney on ‘“‘Buy- 
ing a House Without Casi” in the April 
Ladies’ Home Journal. ‘‘And he can do this 
either with a very smali sum of money in 
hand or by some plans without ready cash. 
By these plans a home is purchased out- 
right, and cleared of debt in a comparative- 
ly short term of years, the purchaser pay- 
ing a sum equivalent to a fair rent for the 
property. There are a number of methods 
by which such purchases may be made,”’ 
that offered By the building and loan as- 
sociations, endowment insurance, through 
instaliment mortgages, etc. “Of the many 
sources of borrowing monéy tp pay for a 
home,”” Mr. Cheyney concludes, “it may be 
said that the building and loan associations 
are, in many respects, to be preferred by 
the borrower. Perhaps not to the private 
individual—much, however, depends on the 
individual. As a rule, one can, I believe, 
borrow money much more advantageously 
on amortgage from an individual than 

om almost any other source. This is 
especially the case where the applicant for 
& loan is known to be of correct habits and 
industrious."’ 


Salt Fish. 
From Seif Culture,. 

A dish that does not receive fhe attention 
{t deserves is ech% fish. As usually served, 
this is hard, leathery and salt to a degree, 
though if properly prepared it is mellow 
and most appetizing. But to have it good it 
must be properly prepured from the first. 
For this;_we!l wash the salt first, then let 
it souk for eight or ten hours in cold water, 
changing this twice at least. If you have 
not the fear of the water company before 
your eyes put the fish under the tap and 
let the water trickle slowly but steadily 
on it for rather ionger. Now lift it out and 
lay it in‘a bath of skim milk or milk and 
water for another ten hours, changing this 
also once or twice. It should soak adlito- 
gether quite twenty-four hours. To cook 
this fish, put it into half milk, half water, 
with a little salt and boflit. It can then be 
served with melted butter, egg sauce or any 
condiments you fancy. It can be reheated 
in a variety of; wavs, such for instance, as 
Russian pudding. For this the fish is flaked. 
Have ready two hard boiled eggs, thinly 
sliced, and a teacupful of well-boiled rice 
to each pound of fish, with about half a 
pint of plain melted butter flavored with 
white pepper and lemon juice or preferably 
the same quantity of anchovy sauce, Put 
irito a pie @ish a layer of the fish, then a 
layer df rice and next a layer of sauce and 
lastly a layer of the egg; repeat these till 
the dish is full, having the eggs on top. 
Sprinkle it with baked bread crumbs and 
tiny morsels of butter and bake till nicely 
‘browned.

War Signals for Farmers. 


From The Railway World. 

If plans under consideration are per- 
fected ,the trains of the great railroads 
of the United States will become dissemi- 
nators of war news, bearing at fastest 
speed news of American victories or de- 
feats. The plan was ‘hatched several days 
agQ, and already many of the largest rail- 
roads have agreed to take part in it, It 
is proposed to carry the news to the coun 
try districts by means of flags flying from 
trains. For this purpose various pieces 
of bunting wil be provided the train crews 
and jnstructions as to the proper means of 
displaying them will be issued to @1l agents 
and dispatches. Codes explaining the 
signa! system will be distribuied by each 
road to, the districts through which it pass- 
es, in order that the people may be able to 
read the messages. It is contemplated to 
give only the meager information of a vic- 
tory for American or Spanish arms, though 
the signals wil] show whether the victory 
is on land or sea. A United States flag will 
mean a victory for American land forces. 
A United States flag with a blue pennant 
above will show a victory for the American 
navy. The Rock Island, Burlington, North- 
western, Llinois Central and Baltimore 
and Ohio roads have adopted this scheme. 


Cable Conduits Satisfactorily Con- 


verted. 
The Washington Traction Company, re- 
cently operated. as a cable road, in Sep- 
tember last had its power house destroyed 
by fire, and as a direct consequence is now 
equipping its lines with an underground 
electric system. The old cable conduits 
are being utilized, with the addition of two 
drop flanges, riveted to tie cable rails, and 


j the cementing of the bottom of the con- 


duit, to make it water-tight. Two bare 
copper conductors /are inserted in the con- 
duits and connection ![s made by a plow 
or hanger attached to the car. At short 
intervals the cable conductors are brought 
out to manholes, thus making them read- 
ily accessible for testing or for repairs. 
This ip one of the few cases where tne 
existing cable conduits are available for 
use as electric conduits, but this particular 
conduit was believed to be the finest ca- 
ble conduit in the world.

There is enough trouble and grief at 
home in times of peace. Old father Time 
keeps cutting our good people down and 
strewing our homés with tears. The other 
day he took from us a good wife and 
mother without any warning and now the 
light of that home has gone out.

fence when my father called me and said: 
“Dont shoot—dont shoot that bird, my 
son,’’ He came to me and in tender words 
told how he had found that catbird’s nest 
in a tree at the corner of the garden and 
there were young birds in it, and he said: 
“I think that this very bird is their mother 
and she feeds them all through the day 
and sings because she is so happy. If you 
should kill her what will become of her 
little ones? Who wil] feed them when 
their mother is dead?’’ I have never for- 
gotten that lesson he taught me. When I 
read of Mrs. Clark Howell’s sad and sud- 
den death my first thought was, who will 
feed the young birds now, fdr no one can 
nestle them and caress them like a mother. 
How lost and helpless are little children 
when théir mother dies. What Christian 
faith must we have to be reconciled to the 
will of God and to trust them to His watch- 
ful care. But the promises are multiplied 
over and over. Our heavenly Father is the 
God of the widow and the orphan. Even 
with those promises, the death of a young 
mother is the saddest thing in this troubled 
world—and only Providence can give con- 
solation for it. His tender care of orphan 
children is the strongest proof of His love 
to man.

He began with 
twenty and died with 2,100 under his care.

GG. Mullin. Falls Mills, Va.—Dear Ju- 
nior: While returning home: last January 
from Nashville. Tenn., I had the pleasure 
of visiting one of America’s most noted 
wonders, the Mammoth Cave of Kentucky. 
I cannot speak of. all the points of. inter- 
est. for that would take too much space; 
indeed.” a whole: volume, but will briefly 
mention some. I will not attempt to men- 
tion them in the order in which I visited 
them. The Mammoth cave consists of five 
distinct levels connected, by shafts. The 
rotunda, the ceiling of which is sixty feet 
high. is a beautiful room or hall situated 
near the entrance. The guide informed us 
that this was immediately under the hotel 
which we had left a short time before. 
Saltpeter was obtained from the dirt in 
the cave for making gunpowder during the 
war of 1812. The leachirg vats and water- 
pipes are_stili in a good state of preser- 
vation, silent reminders of the toil and 
petriotism of those who thus aided our 
country in her second war with Great 
Britain. The giant's coffin is a huge block 
of stone forty-five feet long, eighteen feet 
high and twelve to fifteen feet wide. Its 
weight is estimated to be over 2,000 tons. 
When viewed from a certain point its 
resemblance to an immense burial casket is 
very striking. The bridal altar consists 

of three stalactites so placed that a 
triangular space is formed between them. 
One of these is, of course, the officiating 
minister, and the reader can readily eur- 
mise who the cther two are. Twelve or 
thirteen marriages have thus far occurred 
here. The pits and domes are very beauti- 
ful, some being very large and deep. At 
One place we imagined that we heard the 
regular ticking of a clock. Our guide in- 
formed us that this was the water clock; 
that it was drops of water regularly fall- 
ing in a small pool. Echo river was swotien 
and very muddy, so unfortunately we could 
not see the famous blind fish found in its 
waters. Those who have never enjoved it 
cannot realize the pleasure of a boat ride 
on this river. The echoes are wonderfu!. 
Even a whisper is carried echoing and 
re-echoing across the waters and back 
again. The guide emitted a series of dif- 
ferent tones and they were brought back 
to lus as the chimes of many bells be- 


coming fainter and fainter. He struck the 


side of the boat with his oar and we heard 
the deep booming of cannon. He also sang 
‘The Old Folks at Home,” and the effect 
Was very pleasing. The gypsum flowers 
are very numerous in portions of the cave. 
They are very pretty and curious, being 
of many different shapes and: sizes. When 
the star chamber was announced by our 
guide I was all expectancy, for I had heard 
much of this—one of the most noted won- 
ders, if not indeed the crowning glory—of 
Mammoth cave. The guide removed al! our 
lights and entered an opening to our left. 
We looked up and slowly the stars appegr- 
ed one by one, the milky way was visible, 
chouds flew across the mimic sky and at 
last all was darkness. We began now to 
realize as never before how intense abso- 
lute darkness is. The guide went through a 
passage way on our left and emerged 
again into the main cave some distance 
in our rear. Presently we heard the hun- 
ter’s call, the barking of his dog, the crow- 
ing of a cock, the lowing of a cow and 
the response of her calf, cats fighting and 
many sounds familiar to country life. It 
was the guide who produced all these, and 
he soon appeared with our lights. Martha 
Warvhington’s statue is very beautiful and 
realistic. A white face of the cave was il- 
fuminated, but was partially concealed fro 
cur view by two intervening walls. The 
outlines of these were #9 combined as to 
form the image of a white statue. Many 
years ago anumber of consumptives, 
thinking that the even temverature and 
dry air would relieve or cure their malady, 
took up their abcde in this cave. Two dweit 
in stone huts, the rest in tents. The tents 
have been removed, but the stone huts 
still remain. In many places the loose rock 
have been piled in monuments in honor 
of certain countries, states, fraternities, 
schools, etc. Nearly every state in the 
union and many foreign countries are rep- 
resented. I added a stone to “‘the Old Do- 


| minton’s'’ monument. Thase of New York 


and Kentucky are, I believe. the largest. 
It ig perhaps not generally known that 
beth paradise and purgatory’ are found 
within the confines of Mammoth cave, but 
it is mM@vertheless true. Thousands of. bats 
hibernate in tha cave. I procured one as a 
souvenir of my visit. 
I -pave, of course, omitted many. very 
interesting features, for it would be im- 
ssible to mention all in a letter of this 
ind; IT am sure that none of the cousins 
who may have the opportunity of visiting 
the Mammoth cave wil] ever regret their 
time and trouble.
